Third Assistant Secretary of State 
Breckenridge Long, through the presen-

' American officials mingled together. 
A special train of five cars, which had 
been waiting for five days, at once got 
under way for the capital, guarded as 
almost no other train has ever been 
guarded in this country. Double pro- 
tection had been afforded at all bridges 
and tunnels, and every mile of the track 
had been gone over within the previous 
twenty-four hours to guard against a 
possible fanatic. No detail of any sort 
whatsoever which could betray the 
place of arrival or route of travel was 
, allowed to escape. 
In Spirit of Service. 

Almost immediately when the train 
started, the large party broke up into 
| STroups of army, navy and state depart- 
| ment officials to begin at once the in- 
| formal conversations which are expect- 
led to sketch out America’s part in the 
| world fight against German autocracy. 
Mr. Balfour and Secretary Leng, Lieu- 
tenant General] T. Bridges, who drew 
the first blood for England in August, 
1914, and Major General Leonard Wood, 
and Rear Admiral Sir Dudley de Chair 
and Rear Admiral F. F: Fleteher were 
soon in deep conversation. 

On all sides it was reiterated that 
the British had come in a spirit of 
| service and appreciation and that it 

was their hope that the lessons they 
had learned in the war might be of 
service to this country. Similarly, as 


one official expressed it, the commis- 
sion was moved by exactly the same 
feelings which valeed the Stars and 
Stripes to the flag tower of the parlia- 
ment building in London for the first 
time a foreign flag has ever flown 
there, 

Secretary Balfour, a tgll, slim, white- 
haired man of 69 years, who has held the 
highest posts in the empire since he 
|\firat entered parliament 43 years ago, 
| Saw today the completion of one of his 
ter hopes, expressed under vastly dif- 


ferent circumstances on January 15, 
1896, when he was largely instrumental 
in averting war between England and 
America over the Venezuela dispute. 

“It cannot but be,” he said, “that 
those whose national roots go dowm into 
the same past as ours, who share our 
language, our literature, our laws, our 
religion, everything that makes a na- 
tion great, it cannot but be that a time 
will come when they will feel that they 
and we have a common duty to perform, 
a common office to fulfill among the na- 
tions of the world.” 


Statement by Balfour. 


While unable to grant a regular in- 
terview before presenting himself to 
President Wilson, Mr. Balfour willingly 
consented to say a few words as to his 
general hopes for the conference and the 
fundamental purposes behind it.- A ver- 
batim copy follows: 

“All will agree that my first duty as 
head of a diplomatic mission is to pay 
my respects to the head of the state to 
which I have been sent, and no public 
expression of opinion on joints of policy 
would, I think, be useful or even tolera- 
ble until I have had the honor of con- 
ferring with your persident and learn- 
ing his views. I have not come here to 
make speeches or indulge in interviews, 
but to do what I can to make co-opera- 


who are striving with all their power to 
‘bring about a lasting peace by the only 
means that can secure it; namely, a 
successful war. 

“Without, however, violating the rule 
I have just laid down, there are two 
| things which I may permit myself to 
) say: One, on my own behalf, the oth- 
er ha behalf of my countrymen in gen- 
eral. 

“On my own behalf, let me express the 
deep gratification I feel at being con- 
nected in any capacity whatever with 
events which associate our countries in 
a common effort for a great ideal. 

“On behalf of my countrymen let me 
express our gratitude for all that the 
citizens of the United States of Ameri- 
ca have done to mitigate the lot of those 
who, in the allied countries, have suf- 
fered from the cruelties of the most de- 
liberately cruel of all wars. To name no 
others, the efforts of Mr. Gerard to al- 
leviate the condition of Britigh and oth- 
er prisoners of war in Germany, and 
the administrative genius which Mr. 
Hoover has ungrudgingly devoted to the 
relief of the unhappy Belgians and 
French in the territories still in enemy 
occupation, will never be _ forgotten; 
while an inexhaustible stream of chari- 
table effort has supplied medical and 
nursing skill to the service of the 
wounded and the sick.

“To those newspaper editors who 
loyally observed the injunction the de- 
partment of atate desires to express its 
thanks, and to express its concern at 
the failure of others to observe this 
reasonable and necessary request.” 


AUSTRALIANS DELIGHT 
N OPEN FELD FIGHTING 


They Are Glad to Be Out of 
the Trenches and After 
the Germans. 


(From a -Staff Correspondent of the 
Associated Press.) 
Australian Headquarters in France, 
April 21.—After these many months of 
trench warfare there is keén delight 
for the Australian soldiers in this new 
land of warfare which the German re- 
tirement has opened up. The fighting 


is in open country now, over gently 
rolling downs of what look like grass 
land.. It is really most of it wheat or 
turnip land which has not been culti- 
vated for a year or two. The country 
is as open as the Australian central 
plains. 

It is quite a new sort of battle for 
these Australians. They march down 
to it through valleys almost exactly 
like the valleys in the peaceful parts of 
France. There are whole acres in 
which one cannot see a single shell hole. 
Back across the green country or down 
the open roads come men in twos or 
threes occasionally, sauntering as one 
might find them on a .coyntry road on 
Sunday. They are the wounded helping 
one another ck to the dressing sta- 
tion. The walking wounded have to 
help each other back in these modern 
battles. It is no longer looked upon as 
meritorious for an unwounded combat- 
ant to leave the field and help a wound- 
ed comrade to. the rear. ; 


Country Becomes More Feverish. 


Nearer the front the country be- 
cumes more feverish. Angry bursts of 
tawny color are seen in a haphazard 
sort. of way dotting the horizon and 
the countryside. ere and there are 
Australians in great coats standing be- 
hind mounds of earth with their rifles 
pointed over the top, bayonets always 
fixed. Frequently when there is no 
other shelter there are hastily scooped 
trenches. 

A quarter of a mile away another 
party is lining a roadside, flat on their 
stomachs in the ditch, bayonets peeping 
over the top. Shells are whizzing by 
at the rate of two or three a minute, 
high explosives bursting on contact be- 
hind their: backs about as far away as 
the other side of a cottage parlor. 

Over a dit to the right is a sleepy 
French village. Not a living thing is to 
be seen down these straggling gni- 
court streets, 

The bricks of tumbled walls lie here 
and there just as the shells knocked 
them, Through them just as in old bat- 
tle pictures may be seen the bodies of 
dead Germans, at corners, in the angles 
of tumbled houses, in a courtyard visi- 
ble through a shattered brick wall, two 
of them in the bottom of one of the big 
craters which the Germans themselves 
blew at every crossroads to impede the 
enemy's advance. Nothing stirs in the 
whole village and the only sound com- 
ing from this abode of death is the oc- 
casional fall of a tile or some debris 
thrown skyward by a shell descending 
from over behind the next village. 


Prisoners and Escort. 


Once in a while one meets a prisoner 
being escorted to the rear. here is 
something very impressive about these 
little processions of two men, prisoner 
and escort. The prisoner, usually a 
young German private in neat gray uni- 
form and steel helmet, walks in front. 
After him, gasping his rifle with both 
hands across his chest, his weather- 
beaten brows puckered as he picks his 
way over the tumbled stones, comes the 
living embodiment of the Australian 
back country. Nine cases out of ten, 
somehow, the soldier who escorts a 
prisoner seems to be that bit of pure 
Australia, either western Australia or 
south Australia, the Warrego or the 
Burdskiu, 

He is dn earnest man, intent on exe- 
cuting his errand with dispatch and ex- 
actitude. “Can you tell me the way to 
headquarters?” he asks as he passes.

Needed by Russia From 
United States, Says For- 
eign Minister Milukoff. 
Russia Has Plenty of Men. 


Petrograd, April 21.—(Via London. )— 


ing stock are the primary necessities 
for which Russia now is turning to 
America for assistance in obtaining. 

“If America can help supply us with 

these,” said Paul N. Milukoff, the Rus- 
sian foreign minister, to the Associated 
Press today, “she will not only have 
added greatly to the services she al- 
ready has extended to the allies, but 
will materially help Russia to defeat 
Germany on the eastern front. 
* “Russia has been crippled during the 
entire war by lack of adequate facili- 
ties for transportation. If the United 
States can send us rolling stock it will 
immediately help us to mobilize the re- 
sources of the country to their full ef- 
ficiency. If in addition to this she can 
help protect the trade routes between 
America and Russia and expedite the 
sending of ammunition to Archangel 
and Vladivostok, it will be another 
valuable service rendered. 

“The new loan which America is to 
make to Ruesia already is under dis- 
cussion, and although not definitely 
arranged, it promises to be according 
to the most satisfactory terms. We are 
grateful for this. Other means of as- 
sistance I do not regard as quite so 
important. 

“We have all the men we need, and 
expeditionary forces had better be sent 
to other fronts, although the presence 
of a small military mission to symbolize 
the new union between Russia and 
America against the common foe would 
be most appropriate. 

“The sending of railroad men and in- 
dustrial experts might also be useful, 
but this is not of primary importance.” 

‘Milukoff an Optimist Now. 

Turning to the present complicated 
political situation in Russia, Professor 
Milukoff said that upon assuming his 
present post he had been a pessimist. 

“Now I am an optimist,” he contin- 
ued. “The adaptability the Russian 
people to the present emergency has 
been a surprise to everybody. There 
has been among all classes a sudden 
growth of responsibility for the welfare 


of the country. 
“It would be naive to deny or under- 
estimate the serious difficulties and the

In reality there is only one government. 
The council of workmen’s and soldiers’ 
deputies has no authority, but consults 
with us in making recommendations, 
which we sometimes reject and some- 
times accept. The council plays an ex- 
tremely important part in the present 
situation, since by acting as a safety 
valve for all, the socialist and radical 
elements, it is holding the country 
back from anarchy. 

“Except for a few members, this body 
is in sympathy with the government.

Paris, April 21.—French troops made 
further gains last night in grenade 
fighting south of Juvincourt and east 


of Courcy. A German attack against 
Mont Haut failed, the war office an- 
nounces. 

The artillery was very active over 
the front of the French offensive. The 
battle of guns raged with particular 
violence east of Craonne and north of 
Rheims. 

The statement follows: 

“North of the Aigne the artillery 
ancing was active in the regions of 
Nanteuil-le-Fosse and Hurtebise. We 
took more prisoners yesterday on this 
part of the front. 

“East of Craonne and north of 
Rheims the night was marked by vio- 
lent artillery actions. We made prog- 
ress in grenade fighting, particularly 
to the south of Juvineourt and east of 
Courcy. 

“In the Champagne we inflicted losses 
on enemy troops which made an attack 
on Mont Haut, west of Maisons de 
Champagne. French detachments pene- 
trated the German lines and brought 
back forty prisoners. 


“The night was relatively calm over 
the remainder of the front.” 

Violent artillery fighting between the 
Somme and the Oise, particularly south 
of St. Quentin, is reported in the offi- 
cial communication issued -bDy the war 
office tonight.

London, April 21.—British troops last 
night captured the vege of Connelieu, 
on the front between St. Quentin and 
Cambrai, it was officially announced to- 
day. A number of prisoners were taken 
in the sharp fighting here. 

The statement : 

“We captured the village of Conne- 
lieu last night dfter sharp fighting, 
taking also a number of prisoners. 

‘An enemy party attempted to enter 
our trenches in the neighborhood” 
Fauquissart, but was repulsed. 

“Artillery fire continued on both 
sides at a number of places during the 


night.”

URGE DEVELOPMENT 


OF RURAL GEORGIA 


State Chamber Issues a 
Statement Showing Scope 
of Work It Now Proposes 
to Undertake to Aid All 
Sections. 


‘The Georgia Chamber of Commerce is 
Planning to devote its chief attention 
for the present to rural development, 
according to a formal statement given 
out for publication yesterday. 

The chamber announcement groups 
the work to be undertaken for the ad- 
vancement of the interests of the state 
under five heads, as follows: Rural de- 
velopment, industrial promotion,  or- 
ganization and efficiency, public and 
general welfare. It is pointed out, how- 
ever, that in the present crisis, caused 
by the war between the United States 
and Germany that rural development 
is the most important of all, and that 
every effort will be made to organize 
this work properly before beginning 
the creation of the other bureaus. 

Complete Statement. 

The complete statement follows: 

The Georgia Chamber of Commerce jis be- 
ing organized along lines that it ia believed 
will materially advance the interests of this 
state, both within and without its borders, 
far beyond any work that. has ever been 
attempted in this field before. The plan 
under consideration is to establish bureaus 
covering: 

First—Rural development. 

Second—Industrial promotion. 

Third—Organization and efficiency. 

Fourth—Publicity. 

Fifth—General welfare. 

It is the hope and ambition of the men 
interested in carrying forward the work of 
this organization to have each one of these 
bureaus in charge of a man of recognized 
ability in his particular lMne of training 
and to so conduct the work that it will 
merit the confidence and support, not only 
of the people in Georgia, but even those 
beyond the borders of the state whom we 
may hope to interest in the development of 
the wonderful riches of our section. 

In the present crisis the officers and dl- 
rectors of the organization believe that the 
entire energies of the state chamber of com- 
merce should be centered behind the work 
of the bureau of rural development. The 
subjects that will be among those given 
special consideration by this bureau will. be: 

arming systems, crop selection, orchard 
development, nut raising, canning and food 
conservation, live stock, dairying, agricul- 
tural fairs, markets and storage, rural edu- 
cation, highways, and similar subjects de- 
signed for the betterment of economic and 
social life in rural Georgia. 

Chamber Will Assist. 

In this work the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce will assist in every way ssibie 
in arousing the interest and supporting the 
advancement of the work so well started by 


the department of agriculture and the state 
college of agriculture, as well as the indus- 
trial and agricultural de ts of the 
public service corporations and others inter- 
in the developing of our agricultural 
resources, and providing s market for the 
products. 

The Georgia Chamber of Commerce has 
been extremely fortunate in securing, 
through the courtesy of the state college or 
agriculture, the active co-operation © Dr. 
William Bradford, who has long been con- 
nected in this line of work with the United 
States department of agriculture, and who 
brings to the organization an efficiency ana 
experience that will prove of the greatest

agency in the state engaged in this line of 
endeavor.

ALIENS’ BANK FUNDS 
SAFE FROM SEIZURE 


A statement, signed by Joseph A. Mc~ 
Cord, governor of the Atlanta Federal 
Reserve bank, was posted in banks Sat-’ 
urday assuring foreign-born depositors 
that their funds are in no danger of

In the house both the majority and 
minority reports were presented from 
the military committee, and the bill 
will come up Monday, with Representa- 
tive Kahn, ranking repwblican member, 
leading the committee’s minority fight 
for the administration’s plan unamend- 
ed, while Chairman Dent, heading the 
majority of the committee, directs the 
opposition, urging trial of a volunteer 
system before resorting to the selective 
draft of the war department plan. 

Two Reports to House. 

The minority report, signed by eight 
members of the committee, rests for 
authority on a lette# from Secretary 
Baker to Chairman Dent, declaring the 
opinion that any compromise on the de- 
partment’s plan “would be attended by 
unfortunate results.’’ 

The majority report, signed by Chair- 
man Dent and eleven others, says in 
part: 

“The bill authorizes, but does not 
direct, the president to issue a call for 
a volunteer army of 500,000 in the first 
place, and of an additional force of 
500,000, if necesary, under the law now 
in existence. 

“The bill further authorizes the pres- 
ident to proceed at once with the regis- 
tration of all male citizens between 
the ages of 21 and 40, as provided in 


the plan of the war department for a 
draft. So that all of the machinery 
alithorizing the draft of 500,000 for the 
first force and of the additional 500,000 
will be put in operation at once. 

“It will require, according to the tes- 
timony of the secretary of war before 
the military committee, at least three 
months and probably longer to complete 
the registration. . . . Jn the mean- 
time, if the president sees fit. he is au- 
thorized to call for volunteers, and 
upon the completion of the registration 
he has the absolute power to decide 
whether he will take an army of volun- 
teers or organize one by draft. 

“The bill provides that organizations 
of all forces, other than the regular 
army, shall be composed of men who 
come from, and officers appointed from 
the same state or locality as far as 
practicable. 

“Both the volunteer and the draft 
features of the bill authorize the presi- 
dent to refuse to accept either by en- 
listment or draft, the services o 
sons needed in the industrial pursuits of 
the country.” 

Baker’s Piea for Conscription. 


Secretary Baker’s letter, included in 
the minority request, was written as ai 
final plea from the military branch of |! 
the govrnment in behalf of the admin-; 
istration bill. 

“T have a deep conviction that any 
compromise of the principles governing 
the bill submitted by the department for 
the raising of a new army would be: 
attended by unfortunate results,” he 
wrote. 

“The dill, as drawn, preserves s0 
much of the volunteer spirit as can be 
preserved without embarking on the ex- 
periment of a mixed system of draft

volunteer, and by equalizing the terms 
and condition of service in the regular 
army, national guard and additional 
forces gives such volunteers entire 
equality with all others in the national 
forces. 

“I have studied every report I can 
secure of the use of the volunteer sys- 
tem abroad and in our oWn country, 
and I believe it to be true that in every 
place where it has been tried, whatever 
success it has had has been due to a sys- 
tem of compulsions more harassing and 
almost as drastic as the provisions of 
a law itself. 

“With the greatest deference to the 
rights and independence of judgment of 
your committee and the house, I[ still 
feel obliged, ag secretary of war, and 
therefore your responsible adviser on 
this subject, to urge the the passage 
of the bill as drawn. 

“I beg to assure you that I have no 
alarm on the subject of militarism in 
America. Militarism is a philosophy; it 
is the designation given toe a selfish or 
ambitious political system which uses 
arms aS a means of accomplishing its 
objects. The mobilization and arming 
of common rights of men in the world 
is an entirely different thing.” 

Two Years to Get Volunteers. 

Supplementing Secretary Baker’s let- 
ter, the minority report says the mem- 
ers of the committee are laymen and 
adds: 

“In this great crisis we deem it to be 
our patriotic duty in this matter of 
increasing temporarily the military es- 
tablisment of the United States to fol- 
low the counsel of the commander-in- 
chief of our army and his expert ad- 
visers.” 

Of the place for volunteers in the 
administration plan, the minority says: 

“Some of those who favor the volun- 
teer system point with pride to the fact 
that 1,000 volunteers are enlisting 
every day at the present time. Ac- 
cording to a letter from the secretary 
of war to the chairman of the commit- 
tee, 724,718 volunteers will be required 
for our regular army and the national 
guard organization. It would therefore 
take 724 days, including Sundays, or 
about two years, to get the volunteer 
forces required for these two branches 
alone of our military establishment 
Does that look very hopeful?”

Washington, April 21-—(Special.)— 
“The twenty-seventh annual reunion of 
the survivors of the confederacy, which 
is to be held in Washington during the 
week of June 4, will be a_e splendid 
demonstration to the world of a united 


America.” 


Colonel Robert N. Harper, chairman 
of the executive committee of the re- 
union, today thus indicated the general 
character of the reunion for which he 
and his committee are completing ar- 
rangements. 

“The reunion.” continued Colonel 
Harper, ‘‘will be truly national in its 
scope. While primarily it will be an as- 
semblage of the confederate veterans, 
their wives, their daughters and their 
sons, they will be the guests of the res- 
idents of the national capital and repre- 
sentatives of the entire nation will be 
in the receiving line. The time fixed 
for the reunion appears to be pecullarly 
opportune for the eternal cementing of 
friendships and for ’anm-outburst, not of 
sections, but of national patriotism.” 

Flaborate arrangements have been 
completed for the business sessions of 
the United Confederate veterans and its 
allied organizations, and for the enter- 
tainment of the delegates, the sponsors 
and the maids of honor. Colonel Harper 
and Chairman H. F. Cary, of the finance 
committee, report that the citizens of 
Washington have responded graciously 
and liberally to the financing of the pa- 
triotic event, and that it can be safd 
to be on a sound financial basis. Ad- 
vices to the committees indicate an im- 
mense attendance upon the reunion.

Deserters May Re-enlist. 

Saturday in the navy and marine corps 
office an order was received from the 
secretary of the navy instructing the 
officers in charge to pwhblish a state- 
ment to the effect that all deserters 
or “elopers” from either branch of the 
service, and who do not face more se- 
rious charges, may be re-enlisted in the 
branches from which they deserted and 
placed on a parole of one year. If, at 
the end of this time, says the order, the 
men have behaved themselves properly, 
they will be allowed to continue in the 
service and charges will be dropped 
against them and tneir records cleared 
of the stain. 

“This, according to my way of think- 
ing,” stated Lieutenant Colvocoresses, 
“will be the means of securing a num- 
ber of men who have deserted and who 
now wish to return, but are afraid be- 
cause they expect the usual punishment 
for desertion, ‘there are, unfortunately, 
a number of these, and this order from 
the secretary of the navy makes it pos- 
sible for these men to again enter tne 
ranks and enter in good standing, and 
gives them a chance to make good. it 
should result in the procuring ot many 
more men for both branches. 

“The department needs men and the 
department has expressed its willing- 
hess to let these men re-enter and lo 
drop prosecution, It is certainly as 
fair a2 proposal as anyone could expect. 
There are many of these men who wouid 
return right mow but for the fear of 
pgusecution, and now that ihat has been 
wuived and they have been given a 
chance to ‘make ood, I expect to see 
a number of then return.”

New York, April 21.—There was a 
sharp rally in the cotton market today. 
Weather and crop news continued very 
favorable, but it seemed that a consid- 
erable skort interest had accumulated 
the recent sharp decline, and prices 
advanced on covering for over 
the week-end. July contracts sold up 
to 19.49, comparing with 18.98, the low 
level of yesterday, and closed at 19.39, 
with the general list closing very 
steady at a net advance of 26 to 29 
points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 1 point on May, but generally 5 
to 18 points higher. There was some 
scattered selling on the outlook for 
continued good weather in the south for 
over Sunday, and the favorable charac- 
ter of week-end crop reviews. This 
caused some irregularity right after the 
call, but it looked as though weak long 
accounts had been pretty well liqul- 
dated earlier in the week, and the mar- 
ket soon turned firmer on continued 
covering. Reports that southern spot 
holders were unwilling to follow any 
further decline seemed to stimulate the 
demand late in the morning, when May 
eold up to 19.85 and October to 18.35, 
with active months showing net gains 
of 32 to 37 points. The close was a 
shade off from the best under realiz- 
ing. The bulk of the buying was at- 
tributed to covering owing to the 
firmer technical position of the market, 
but there was also a little demand from 
trade sources. This may have been 
partly responsible for the reports of a 
better tone in the spot market. There 
was some discussion of reports that a 
movement was on foot to divert vessels 
from the coastwise trade to the trans- 
Atiantic routes, but rumors of higher 


marine war risks tended to offset these 
reports. Weekly reviews of the goods 
trade read favorable on the average, 
Fall River sales for the week being es- 
timated at 180,000 pieces, while the 
market was reported strong with prices 
unchanged to \c higher. poe ely ge to 
London advices British merchant ship- 
ping is now being turned out at the 
rate of a million tonsa year. Peace ru- 
mors were again in circulation, but 
seemed to attract very little attention 
from a market standpoint. , 
Spot cotton steady; middling, 20.15. 


In New Orleans. 

New Orleans, April 21.—Pronounced 
strength was shown by cotton in to- 
day's market and a fairly wide advance 
was established on the efforts of short 
sellers of the week to realize profits. 
Opening at a decline of 7 to 8 points, 
the loss was quickly wiped out and re- 
placed by a net advance which late in 
the session amounted to 27 €o 30 pojnts. 
The close was at a net gain of 25 to 2$ 
points. 

The ‘initial decline appeared based on 
few rains in Texas, noted by the weath- 
er map. Bullish traders considered the 
moisture was more than balanced by 
the low temperatures prevailing over a 
great part of the cotton region. he 
buying which started on the decline 
met with only a scanty supply of con- 
tracts, shorts became nervous at the 
underlying strength of the market and 
considerable activity gradually devel- 
oped. The highest levels were reached 
late in the day. 

A bullish influence was the report 
of serious internal troubles in un- 
gary. Cablegrams from England tell- 
ing of an increase in British govern- 


‘ment insurance rates on cotton, while 


—- as bearish, had no effect on 
values. The new rate was said to be 
five guineas per cent as against the 
former rate of three guineas.

GOVERNMENT BUYING 
MUCH COTTON GOODS 


Purchases Millions of Yards 
of Duck-Drills, Twills and 
Sheetings. 


New York, April 21.—Government 
requirements for cotton goods are the 
important feature of the market, the 
call for commercial needs having fal- 
len to moderate proportions. Army and 
navy departments are calling for mil- 
lions of yards of cotton duck, drills, 
twills, sheetings and cloths for hos- 
pital purposes. Up to the present time 
these requirements are being met with- 
out the expected strain upon produc- 
tion, most mills being quite willing to 
give preference to any government de- 
mands. The prices the government is 
paying are not as high as those reach- 
ed in some transactions for civil uses. 
In order to facilitate production restric- 
tions as to exact specifications are 
being modified. Print cloth and other 
markets have been less active, 


prices hold very firm and mills are 
fully employed on contracts that will 


run along for some time to come. Col- 
ored goods rule as firm and as high 
as at any time. Retail trade is slack- 
ening, especially on high novelties and 
fancy goods, yet the demand for sta- 
ples of many sorts is very broad. Pro- 
ducing costs are rising, because of the 
labor conditions and the high prices 
of supplies. Disarrangement of trans- 


portation facilities is also tending to 
force the trade to new conditions.

Chicago, April 21.—Wheat prices un- 
derwent sharp setbacks today, in- 


fluenced toa considerable extent by 
news of serious disturbances in Ger- 
many and by unconfirmed rumors of 
revolutionary outbreaks in Hungary 
and Bulgaria. After fluctuations which 
covered a range of 10%c, the market 
closed unsettled, 1% to 5% net lower, 
with May at $2.31 and July at $1.98% 
to $1.98%. Corn lost 2% to 4% and 
oats % to 1%. Provisions finished un- 
changed to 7% down. 

Indications of great unrest in Ger- 
many gave evident emphasis to bearish 
sentiment at the outset in the wheat 
trade and inclined dealers to attach 
‘more credence than would otherwise 
be the case to rumors regarding Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria. Decreased buy! 
interest and a disposition o merous 
holders to sell out, was ascribed also 
to federal diligence toward gaining 
control of the food situati Besides 
efforts of board of trade officials to 
crub undue speculation tended further 
to prevent new upturns in values. It 
was said, however, that action of the 
directors of the board in setting of- 
ficial marginal prices of $1.85 for July 
and $1.65 for September was not to be 
construed as determining intrinsic 
values. 

Weakness was most acute in the 
May ping and in this connection a 
leading authority said hysteria as to 
laying in household supplies of flour 
was st gre age abating. Week-end ad- 
justment of trades rallied the wheat 
market at the last. 

Corn was governed chiefly by the 
bearish action of wheat. There were 
geome signs of a ee of the car 
scarcity, and rural offerings of corn 
for ten to fifteen days shipment were 
said to be larger. 

Oats showed relative steadiness as a 
result of the purchase of 1,000,000 
bushels said to be for the British com- 
mission. a 

Provisions weakened with corn. It 
was said, too, that cash demand had 
dropped off.

Met Suffers a Setback 


On Rumors of Revolution 


TRADING IN HANDS 
OF PROFESSIONALS 


Public Shows Keen Interest 

in Stocks, But Is Keeping 
Out of Market—Other Fi- 
nancial News. 


New York, April 21.—(Special.)— 
Professional trading occupied most of 
the time and activity of the stock mar- 
ket during the past week. The public 
seems to be most intensely interested 
in securities at the present time, but its 
interest does not take the form of ac- 
tive participation in trading, but it all 
is in the nature of trying to find out 
what to buy when the right time comes 
to enter the market. It is believed 
that two conditions exist at ¢he present 
time which have potentialities for great 
strength and activity in the securities 
market. The first is the fact that a 
very large number of people are appar- 
ently ready to buy if the government 
bond loan proves to be a complete suc- 
cess. The second is the fact that the 
short interest ig very large, and its 
covering alone would produce great 
strength fora time. If new buying and 
short covering should be going on at 
the same time, a violent advance might 
follow. The public, however, might 
easily be scared off, if pending tax pro- 
posals are adopted in the most radical 
form. The public is prepared for some 
kind of unusual taxing, but if this be- 
came confiscatory there would be heavy 
selling and no buying power. 

Trend Slightly Upward. 

The general trend of the market, in 
the hands of professional guides to 
trading, was slightly upward during 
the past week. There were some very 
strong spots, and some points in which 
a fair amount of liquidation was found. 
As a whole, however, there has .been 
nothing but short turns in most stocks 
for the past ten days, with the follow- 
ers of securities “marking time” un- 
til the government loan is out of the 
way. All kinds of rumors were current 
during the week, as is to be expected 
in war time, including the usual batch 
of peace reports, tales of German 


raiders and submarines, etc., but the 
market seems to be oblivious of such 
news. It is only when the public is a 
heavy holder of stocks that the sudden 
spreading of news which might be con- 
sidered bad has the effect of causing 
quick selling, and at the time. of the 
first report of a submarine off the New 
England coast, the market was in the 
midst of one of its strongest periods 
of the week and continued upward for 
some time after the news was heard be- | 
fore leisurely .reacting. It is possible 
to find many ‘people who are bearish 
on the market, even for a long pull, but 
the consensus of opinion still seeme 
to be that if the loan«o the government 
is floated with entire success, it will 
be reflected in a long bull market. The 
railroad stocks are being favored by 
many people for investment in prefer- 
ence to the industrials. It will be the 
latter which will suffer the most from 
war taxation, but there are prospects 
for a rise in the rails through the prob- 
ability that there will be an increase in 
freight rates granted within the next 
¢wo or three months. If it should hap- 
pen that the increase is denied, how- 
ever, it is certain that the rails will de- 
cline further, as railroad expense at 
the present time is increasing much 
more rapidly than is. income, and it is 
probable that a number of dividends 
will be cut if the railroad rate increase 
petition is denied at this time by the 
interstate commerce commission. 
Time Money Tighter. 

In preparation for the government 
loan, there has been a considerable 
amount of withdrawals of funds, also 
some tendency on the part of the banks 
to cut down the total amount of their 
outstanding loans. This has resulted in 
some tightening of time money rates, 
but call loans have been placed dur- 
ing the past week at about the same 
low levels which have been prevailing 
for many weeks. The situation of the 
banks is so strong that it is believed 
that even during the time when.sub- 
scriptions to the loans are being made 
that loaning rates will not advance 
much, while if the loan is an unqualified 
success there are —— prospects that 
loaning rates will be low for a long 
time to come. 

The exact details of the government 
loan are being awaited with tremen- 
dous interest in banking and investment 
circles. .There is a wide difference of 
opinion as to what the result would be 
if ail of the $7,000,000,000 in govern- 
ment bonds and notes were offered for 
subscription at once. It is believed 
everywhere that even that vast sum 
would be taken in one subscription, but 
it is the opinion of many bankers that 
it would put a temporary strain on 
the banking system of the country, and 
would cause temporary disarrangement 
of the money markets of the leading 
centers. It is expected, however, that 
the loan will be offered in installments 
unless the treasury officials, after care- 


ful examination of all available data, 
conclude that no difficulties would be

created by selling all of the bonds at 
once. 

New financing for corporations will 
have to wait for some time after the 
loan is out of the way, it is believed, as 
the public is not expected to take much 
interest at this time in offerings of any 
other securities. It is not thought that 
any urgent need for corporation finan- 
cing will come up for some time, how- 
ever, as the maturities during the next 
few months are light, and most of the 
larger companies have ample funds for 
all of their present needs. During the 
month of May, there will be a total of 
about $90,000,000 maturing corperation 
bonds, notes, -etc., as Seng phe with 
about $60,000,000 maturities in April. 

Government Centracts. 
A few large government contracts for 


but so far there has not been any sign 
that this will start a new boom in “war 
stocks.” It is largely because of the 
fact that profits will be limited and 
even such profit as is made taxed that 
the public has not yet started any rush 
for securities of war order companies. 
It is most probable, however, that if the 
public takes the expected prominent 
place in securities trading, after the 
government loan is out of the way, as 
is generally expected, that the “war 
stocks” will be liberally taken up. While 


it is true that profits will not measure 
up to what has been the rule in the past 
two years, it is believed that there will. 
be enough profit in war orders, supple- 
mented by expected increases in gen- 
eral business, to give a basis for spec- | 
ulative activity in many of the same | 
securities as have been market leaders | 
in the last year or two. 

The earnings reports, which are a 
ing made public, indicate that the aver- | 
age company in this country, as well as' 
the small proportion of the total num- | 
ber, which received direct war orders, 
had their best year in 1916, on record. 
Several additional reports of impor-’ 
tance were made during the last week, 
but they had no effect on securities. 
Conjectures as to the first quarter's! 
earnings of the United States Steel cor- 
poration are mostly at above $110,000,- 
000 net, which is more than the com- 
pany earned in many full years in nor- 
mal times. It is believed that the steel 
corporation ‘will have over $400,000,000 
net earnings this year, although a large 
slice of it will be taken for government | 
taxes. 

The dividend record continues good, 
with several increases during the past’! 
week. Many companies, however, have | 
failed to make expected increases in! 
dividends during the past two months, | 
owing to the war situation, but it is ex- | 
pected that they will take action of 
this kind at their next meeting of | 
diréctors, as by then government 
financing will have been completed. 

Crude Oil Advances. 

Crude oil prices were advanced in 
nearly all districts during the past 
week. Although there have been rec- 
ord-high prices and the most extensive 
drilling operations in the history of 
the industry during the past ‘three or! 
four months, production has been de- | 
clining at a time when the demand for' 
oil was increasing. Storage oil 
drawn on the extent of 2,000,000 ba ls 
during March, and as consumption in- ; 
creases in the spring months, it is prob- | 
able that the surplus will be even fur-, 
ther reduced in the present month. It 
is predicted that retail gasoline prices: 
will go to above 40 cents a gallon dur- 
ing the coming summer, as a result of 
the increasing use of it by private con- 
sumers, and also because of the ex- 
pected large government demand. As‘! 
a result of these conditions, the oil| 
stocks have been nqtably strong at a, 
time when other securities were weak | 
or uncertain in tone. It is believed | 
that a greater boom in the oil shares is! 
at hand than has ever before been wit- 
nessed. 

The copper market has been soft, 
with reductions in prices reported from 
nearly all selling agencies. The sales 
of second-hand copper which have been 
made and the persistence of consumers 
in withholding their orders until price 
reductions were made, have been the 
principal causes of the weak tone in 
the copper market. It is believed, how- 
ever, that this Mill be a short-lived con- 
dition, and that a recovery in quota- 
tions will be seen within the next few 
weeks., 

Cotton continues strong, mostly as a 
result of the unusually strong technical 
condition of the market. Stocks at sev- 
eral points are down to nearly nothing, 
while there does not seem to be strong 
prospects of a. nearly crop this year. 
High food prices and high cotton prices 
are expected to bring the south its 
greatest prosperity this year, and as a 
result of the large funds already on 


hand, farmers in the south can afford 
to hold their cotton. As a result, even 
on the higher prices now prevailing, ! 
there has not been any tendency to- 
wards selling by farmers, who still 
hold the staple.

Mr. Stockton’s description fits a very 
large part of the financial district. 
From the day the Lusitania went down 
Wall street has been eager to plunge 
headlong into the European struggle. 
But the facts are that comparatively 
Few of the men who spend their days 
in the financial district are subject to 
call from the war department. Take 
the stock exch e. Hundreds and hun- 
dreds of the 1,1 members of that in- 
stitution have earned national and in- 
ternational reputations at football, golf, 
tennis, polo, hockey, rowing and other 
branches of sport. But that was in days 
gone by. It ie a question whether a 
score of stock exchange floor members 
would be eligible under either the first 
or second cail of the conscription plan. 

The same is true of thousands and 
housands of patriotic lawyers and bank 
trust Sompeny railroad, industrial and 
mining officials and employees who’are 
traveling to Wall street these spring 
mornings by foot, automobile, surface 
car, elevated, subway, yacht or ferry. 

But those men, most of whom live 
down the bay on Staten Island, or 
across the Hudson river in New Jer- 
fey, or the other way, acrosa the sound 
in Long Island, are not too aged to 
work in a garden. After spending the 
first year or two in the country, even 
the most enthusiastic suburbanites are 
likely to arrive at the conclusion that 
@ vegetable garden must either be taken 
very seriously in the matter of work 
or else classed as a luxury, with the 
wages of a full-grown man included 
in the bill. But since President Wil- 
s0n issued his call to the garden farm- 
er, all of that hard-earned experience 
has been recklessly abandoned by the 
Suburbanites. Flower gardens and 
tennis courts in this part of the coun- 
try, and in many cases parts of golf 
courses, are now being prepared for 
vegetable seed. 

Islanders Busy Gardening. 

As tar as Long Island is..concerned, 
no one is in a better position to judge 
the many growing enthusiasm for 
gardening than Ralph Peters, president 
of the Long Island railroad: Peters 
lives out pretty far on the island and 
is constantly going back and “forth 
through one town after another. Here 
is his testimony: 

“I have been noticing that the back- 
yard garden movement is making tre- 
mendous strides. In every community 
pee le have started little gardens of 
heir own, in many instances people 
who never dreamed of doing such a 
as | before. Our agricultural depart- 
ment is getting more requests for in- 
formation every day, and we are con- 
stantly being asked to lend our land to 
posers who want to cultivate it. We 
‘ave already given the use of our right- 
of-way in a number of places to those 
who are starting agricultural camps 
where men and women may learn prac- 
tical truck gardening.” 

Over in New Jersey mass meetings are 
now being held nightly to help solve 
the national food problem this summer. 
In the endless chain of towns made 
up of New York commuters, many of 
whom work in Wall street, a regular 
schedule is being worked out along the 
following lines: 

Appointment of an active committee 
on conservation. 

Acceptance of offers of citizens of 
plots of gees garden land and the agri- 
cultural implements needed. 

F.mployment of an agricultural expert 
to supervise the community gardens 
and insure their success. 

Cultivation of community plots by 
hired labor and by the labor of volun- 
teer school children of suitable See. 

Encouragement of home gardens, 
with ractical advice and assistance 
from the experienced members of Gar- 
den clubs and the community agricul- 
tural expert. 

Establishment of canning clubs for 
the canning and preserving of all sur- 
plus vegetables and fruit for winter 
use. ' 

“Vegetables are going to be raised in 
our regular garden, as usual, thig year, 
but, in addition, I am going to culti- 
vate a lot more land,” James N. Wal- 
lace, president of the Central Trust 
company, who lives up the Hudson, on 
the Jersey side, and is an enthusiastic 
golfer, remarked ‘this week, adding: 

“And I am going to have one garden 
of my own and do every lick of work 
done in it myself. We are going to can 
all of the food we can use ourselves 
and see that the rest goes where it is 
needed.” 

Many Wall street men who will go to 
work every morning this summer in 
their private yachts will set a similar 
example. Here is what Fairfax Harri- 
son, president of the Southern railway, 
had to eay this week about the cumula- 
tive effect of the volunteer gardening 
movement: 

“The planting of gardens on vacant 
ground in cities and towns should be 
encouraged, for, while the production 
from any one of these gardens may 
seem to be insignificant, in the aggre- 
gate they will substantially reduce the 
demand on the general stock of food 
supplies.” 

Wall street is familiar with Mr. Har- 
rison’s successful work of the past dec- 
ade in urging the small farmer of the 
south to make himself independent of 
the general food market. eodore N. 
Vail, president of the American Tele- 
phone company, is another Wall street 
man whose views on mobilizing the 
nation’s food resources are now being 
sought. Frank A. Vanderlip is an- 
other. Stuyvesant Pish, who operates 
a model farm up the Hudson, across 
from West Point, is another. The list 
is a long one. 

In the Wall street volunteer army of 
vegetable gwardeners to see actual serv- 
‘ice this summer doubtless there will 
'Be some “elackers’’ and many crop fall- 
{ures, partial or total. Anyone who 
'thinks, however, that the task is being 
,; assumed lightly pp Bg sg street men is 
| badly mistaken. ithin a radius of a 
hundred miles of Trinity church there 
will be intensive truck gardening this 
summer on a scale never before wit- 
nessed in. this part of the country.

Waste in Some Homes. 


“More than 70 per cent of American 
homes already are places of thrift, 
economy and a clean plate. In the re- 
maining 30 per cenmt no one can deny 
that there is profligate extravagance 
and waste. Temperance in entertain- 
ment, food and drink is likely to be- 
come no longer an ethical question 
among this class, but a grim imposi- 
tion of war. 


“We must also plant everything and | 


everywhere it will grow or next year 
this time the food problem will be 
absolutely unsolvable, and the world 
will face absolute starvation. 

“I do not believe there will be any 
necessity rigidly to ration the Amer- 
ican people, for, if democracy is of any 
value as a spiritual and political faith, 
the personal initiative and willingness 
to volunteer self-sacrifice of every 
member of the greatest democracy “in 
the world will be ample to solve the 
problem. 

“During ¢he past fortnight we have 
with the collaboration of the American 
ambassadors in Europe laid the ground- 
work for inter-allied co-operation in 
handling and ‘transporting the vast 
food supplies required from America, 
one result of which will tend to ame- 
liorate the rise in prices. I have pro- 
posed a plan by which the allies can 
consolidate under one hand the whole 
purchasing of staple foodstuffs from 
our market and not only will competi- 
tive bidding be abolished, but by co- 
operation on our side we can arrange 
a proper balance between the rights 
of producers and consumers.” 

British Food Controller Talks. 

“President Wilson’s address to the 
American people forms the keynote of 
the arch of allied co-operation,” said 
Baron Devonport, the food controller, in 
an interview today with the Associated 
Press. The baron discussed the plans 
proposed for better co-operation among 
the allies as to control of foodstuffs by 
Herbert C. Hoover, chairman of the 
American commission for relief in Bel- 
gium and recently appointed head of 
the American food board. 

“The plan proposed by Mr. Hoover 
to the war cabinet,” said Baron Devon- 
port, “has my strongest backing and, I 
understand, also the backing of repre- 
sentatives of our allies. It was that a 
small inter-allied committee should be 
appointed reporesenting five or six of 
those principally interested in the 
Oover-seas movement for food supplies.” 

Baron Devonport said the require- 
ments of the allied countries from 
American should be limited to the 
lowest possible minimum on which 
public health and tranquillity could be 
maintained and that every legitimate 
restraint’ should be placed upon food 
consumption and extravagance in all 
allied countries. 

“The commodities needed by the al- 
lies from America,” he continued 
“could be reduced to a few staples. We 
want wheat, we want some maize. We 
want a moderate amount of meat and 
we want pork products. Beyond this, 
of course, we must have fodder for our 
animals and our army horses, for 
which we shall need more maize and 


oats. 

“Tt is not the usual thing for one 
nation to comment upon appointments 
of another to official positions, but no 
one will resent a statement from me as 
to the satisfaction which we feel and 
which we know the American people 
must feel, at the present selection of 
Mr. Hoover to advise on food matters. 
He is the longest established food con- 
troller in Europe.”

Despite Censorship Enough 

Comes Through to Indi- 
cate Germany Is Facing 
Political Crisis. 


New York, April 21.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Startling news cofnes from the 
interior of Germany. Veiled though 
the situation is in mists of a_rigid cen- 
sorship and obscured by the shackled 
condition of the German press suffi- 
cient has leaked through to indicate 
that the German empire is facing a 
great economic and political crisis. 

The latest information is that ten 
thousand striking munition workers 
have engaged in a bloody riot in the 
great Prussian fortress town of Madgé- 
burg and were only prevented from 
burning the city hall. after a sharp 
clash with the military. This story 
comes from the Dutch frontier with 
sufficient detail to make its claims to 
authenticity impressive. On its heels 
arrives the account of demands made 
by the leaders of the Berlin strike, de- 
mands of such a revolutionary char- 
acter that compliance with them would 
mean a prompt ending to the militarist 
regime in the German empire. 

Similar demands have not been voiced 
publicly in Germany since the impris- 
onment of Dr. Karl Liebknecht on a 
charge of treason. It is significant that 
they include a requisition. for the re- 
lease of all political prisoners. 

The exact status of the strike move- 
ment in Germany is unknown but it is 
certain that a very considerable portion 
of the munition workers have been af- 
fected. There are reports of a new 
strtke at Essen and Magdeburg, which 
is the site of an important branch of 
the great Krupp establishment. An in- 
dication of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion is afforded by the fact that Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg has considered 
it necessary to make a personal appeal 
to the workers, in which he denounces 
strikes as inexcusable crimes against 
the fighting forces. 


TROOPS FIRE 
ON STRIKERS. 


London, April 21.—Ten thousand 
strikers, mostly munitions workers, 
tried to burn the town hall at Magde- 
burg on Friday, according to a dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph company 
from Oldenseaal, Holland. Soldiers fired 
on the riotors, killing and wounding 
many and the town now is in a state of 


siege. 


Magdeburg is the capital of the Prus- 
sian province of Saxony and one of the 
strongest fortresses in the German em- 
pire. It is 76 miles from Berlin and 
is the seat of immense steel works and 
machine shops, forming part of the 
greater Krupp works. The city had a 
population in 1900 of 229,663.

Washington, April 21.—The first 
American offering of war securities in 
any form, $200,000,000 in treasury cer- 
tificates, has been heavily oversub- 
scribed. 

How great the oversubscription is, 
officials were unable to say tonight, 
as many of the banks before which the 
offer had been placed informally 
through the federal reserve board, had 
not been heard from. 

The certificates were offered only to 
financial institutions. The response, of- 
ficials believe, presages a patriotic out- 
pouring of funds to an extent unparal- 
leled in the history of any nation when 
the $5,000,000,000 bond issue is placed 
before the general public. 

Offering of the certificates was made 
informally because the —$7,000,000,000 
war finance measure is not yet a law. | 
As soon as it is’ disposed of by con- 
gress, probably by Wednesday of next 
week, the formal offer will be made 
and proceeds of the subscription called 
for at once. 

The informal offering of the certifi- 
cates has been before the banks of the 
country only three days. It was pre- 
sented by the twelve federal reserve 
banks, which will act as the govern- 
ment’s authorized agents in receiving 
subscriptions. The certificates will 
bear 3 per cent interest and will ma- 
ture June 30, the end of the current 
fiscal year. They may be used in lieu 
of cash in paying for subscriptions to 
the’ big bond issue and the date of 
their maturity indicates the belief on 
the part of officials that the $5,000,000,- 
000 bond issue will be floated by that 
time. 

Other issues of certificates probably 
will be formally offered the financial 
institutions of the country within a 
short time. It is probable that as soon 
as the extent of the oversubscription 
of the present issue is ascertained, Sec- 
retary McAdoo will atuhorize the im- 
mediate issue of an additional amount 
to care for. the oversubscription. 

The proceeds of the $200,000,000 is- 
sued and probably of subsequent issues 
will be distributed among the federal 
reserve banks of the country, each re- 
serve bank receiving amounts equalling 
the total subscriptions of banks within 
its district. The money will be paid 
out again by the government in the or- 
dinary course of business within a short 
time.

“Every automobile owner recognizes 
the fact that unless he oils his motor 


regularly and keeps his radiator filled 
for cooling, his engine is going to 
‘burn out’ and refuse to do its work,” 
gays F. FE. Homer, of the local Prest- 
o-Lite Battery Service station. “Also, 
he realizes that unless the gears and 
bearings are lubricated periodically 
they will surely be put out of commis- 
sion in short order. Therefore, he sup- 
plies oil and grease to the mechanism 
and water to the radiator in a regu- 
lar way as a matter of course.

In order to 
maintain the proper level and mixture 
of the solution, distilled water must 
be added regularly—once a week in 
warm weather, to replace the water 
which has evaporated. The acid does 
not evaporate, therefore, none must 
be added—replenishing of the distilled 
water brings the ‘solution back to the 
proper mixture. This is just as im- 
portant as adding lubricating oi] to the 
oiling system. If it is not done, some- 
thing is bound to happen.

In the first track meet of this sea- 
son, Tech defeated Sewanee yesterday 
afternoon at Grant field. The final 
count showed Tech well ahead with a 
total of 78% points to 25% for Se- 
wanee. 

There were thirteen events on the 
program and of this number 10 were 
eaptured by the Jacket entrees, leaving 
but three for the visitors, Tech took 
first places in the 100-y¢rd dash, the 
high jump, half-mile, hammer throw, 
°9)-yard dash, pole vault, 440-yard 
dash. low hurdles, discus throw and the 
broad jum p. Sewanee came first in 
the high hurdles, the shot-put and the 
mile run. 

Due to the small number of entries 
that made the trip from Sewanee, only 


the first and second nlaces were count- | 


ed in the scoring instead of the usual 
three. This was but fair, as due to 
the large number of events in which 
Sewanee entered but one man, had 
third place counted, it would have 
been merely sure points for Tech.

HELPFUL HINTS.

TELLS many things you wish to know. Write 
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and our best hen B. Breed from this 
pair until there are some typical young- 
aters old enough to mate. Then sepa- 
rate the old pair and mate cock A with 
his best daughter, and hen B with her 
best son. Choose vigorous specimens 
that are plump and symmetrically de- 
veloped. Now breed some pairs from 
each of these matings (father-daughter 
and mother-son) and then break up 
these pairs. 


The third step is to mate the origi- 


nal cock A to his granddaughter, the 
original hen B to her grandson, and 
several matines of father to daughter 
and mother to son from the youngsters 
hatched in the two preceding matings. 
Specimens that approach nearest our 
standard should be selected and mated, 
the remainder should be discarded. This 
method can be continued indefinitely, so 
that it is possible to stock a pen or en- 
tire loft with mated pairs having simi- 
lar blood, this blood coming originally 
from a pair of individuals that excelled 
in the qualities we prefer. ; 

The question will naturally be raised 
as to the desirability of breaking up 
pairs in this way and conducting a pre- 
acribed system of breeding—which is 
known as line-breeding—when it is so 
much easier to sebkect youngsters of 
high quality from the loft, and to allow 
them to mate in the natural way. The 
ansewer to this query is that if we 
carry on line-breeding for a few gen- 
erations we will develop a strain of 
piceons that will produce offsprings of 
uniform appearance and breeding pro- 
pensity, whereas, if we allow the nat- 
ural mating of unrelated youngsters, 
the offaprings will not display that de- 
sired uniformity and reliable breeding 
quality we want to obtain in our flock. 

It is taken for granted that the cock: 
A and hen B are remarkably fine in- 
dividuals. It is time wasted to try to 
establish a strain from poor individuals. 
The firet offspring will be one-half the 
blood of cock A and one-half the blood 
of hen RB. When the cock A is mated 
with his best daughter the offspring 
will be three-quarters the blood of cock 
A, and again, when the old sire is 
mated with his granddaughter the off- 
spr have seven-eighths' the 
blood of cock A, 

It is not evident that by introducing 
more of the blood of cock A in the 
youngsters, we can establish a strain 
that will produce pra agg | resembling 
cock A? On the female line we will 
have youngsters that will bear the 
same likeness and traits of the orig- 
inal hen B. By line-breeding you can 
produce a flock of pigeons whose 
youngsters will look as much alike as 
peas in a pod. They cannot look oth-

newer varieties lack the velvety, hairy 
pods which are responsible for the 
name “velvet” bean, but in growth and 
general appearance they resemble the 
original variety. A most vital improve- 
ment, however, is the fact that a few 
of these new varieties can be grown 
much farther north than the original 
one, which rarely matures farther north 
than the northern boundary of Florida. 
Several of the new varieties, on the 
other hand, can be grown over a large 
portion of the cotton belt. The circular 
already mentioned states that where the 
growing season is short, the Yokohama 
velvet bean deserves attention, but that 
the value of this variety should be con- 
sidered in comparison with cowpeas 
and soy beans. For districts farther 
south, the Georgia velvet bean is prob- 
ably the most desirable of the medium 
early sort, although the Chinese seems 
to produce larger yields of pods. ‘A 
map accompanying the circular indi- 
cates the limits within which each of 
the well-known varities will mature. 

The work of agricultural scientists 


also, when the thrifty housewife who 
has her own hens, or who can draw 
upon the surplus supply of a nearby 
neighbor, puts away in water glass or 
limewater, eggs for next autumn and 
winter. To insure success, care must 
be exercised in this operation. The 
following directions are from the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture. 

In the first place, the eggs must be 
fresh, preferably not more than two 
or three days old. This is the reason 
why it is much more satisfactory tv 
put away eggs produced in one’s own 
chicken yard. 

Infertile eggs are best if they can bo 
obtained. So, after the hatching, ex- 
clude roosters from the flock and kill 
them for table agp needed. 

The Shells Must Be Clean. 

Washing an egg with a soiled shell 

lessens its keeping quality. The pro- 
tective gelatinous covering over the 
shell is removed by water and when 
this is gone the egg spoils more rap- 
idly. 
The shells also must be free from 
even the tiniest crack. One cracked 
egg will epoil a large number of sound 
eggs when packed in water glass. 

Earthen crocks are good containers. 
The crocks must be clear and sound. 
Scald them and let them cool com- 
pletely before use. A crock holding six 
gallons will accommodate eighteen doz- 
en eggs and about twenty-two pints 
of solution. Too large crocks are not 
desirable, since they increase the lia- 
bility of breaking some of the eggs 
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with the velvet bean has resulted in a 
number of striking instances of the ef- 
fect of this crop in renovating soil. At 
the Alabama experiment station, for ex- 
ample, after velvet beans had been 
plowed under, a crop of sorghum hay 
was obtained nearly double that of a 
crop grown after fallow. Again, the 
plowing under of velvet beans resulted 
in a yield of oats four times as high 
as a crop that follow crab grass and 
millet. In Arkansas, oats, after velvet 
beans plowed under, yielded 53 bushels 


\ tained 


of grain as against 36 bushels after 
oat stubble. Other estimates show that 
an ordinary crop of velvet beans adds 
about 90 pounds of nitrogen per acre to 
the soil, or about as much as is con- 
in 1,400 pounds of cotton seed 
meal. Even if the beans are pastured, 
most of this nitrogen is returned. 

The most common method of utiliz- 
ng the crop is to pasture it after it has 
fully matured. Good velvet beans pas- 
turage with corn or some similar feed 
will finish animals very cheaply. There 
is also a large and growing market for 
velvet bean meal, prepared by «ys 
the entire pods and seeds. The yiel 

er acre of these ranges from 20. to 50 

ushls, being greatest when vines are 
well supporte above ground. When 
..ood prices can be obtained, it is often 
profitable to harvest the beans and to 
pasture the-remainder of the crop. As 
a feed, experiments have shown that 
velvet beans in the pod produce milk 
much more cheaply than cotton seed 
meal. As a‘ feed for hogs, velvet beans 
result in good gains, but when fed alone 
they appear to result in a disagreeable 
taste in the fat. This difficulty, how-

similar breeding and characteristics of 
other ztrandparents, and the youngaters 
eannot vary far from the general av- 
erage. 

If vou do not care to follow this 
asvetem of line-breed'ing so closely, you 
must practice it to a certain extent if 
you wish to produce youngsters of uni- 
formly high quality—-to breed what 
you want. Select a few choice pairs 
and by breeding the youngsters of 
these together establish a strain from 
these half dozen selected individuals. 
Do not introduce any outside blood, 
unless you find an individual which is 
much better than any you have. Then 
mate that individual with one of your 
strain, and use their offspring (con- 
taining one-half the blood of your 
strain) to mate with youg other birds 
and thus improve the quality of all 
your birds. If you buy a mated pair, 
do not mate their progeny with your 
birds, but break up the pair and mate 
the cock with one of your best hens 
and the hen with one of your best 
cocks. Then use the youngsters they 
produce to mate with close relatives 
of the cock and hen you selected from 
your strain. There is no need of tak- 
ing the risk of losing the best quali- 
ties of your strain by making so many 
outcrosses. The risk would be quite 
real, if you mated the youngsters of 
the pair you bought with your own 
youngsters. Every pair would be an 
outcross, and it would be natural for 
the defects of the two strains to ap- 
pear in the progeny. 

The most successful way to get what 
we want by breeding, is to obtain the 
best possible pair or pairs to commence 
with and breed and rebreed the prog- 
eny with these individuals and to- 
gether, selecting always those that 
Mearest approach the standard. In six 

enerations there are sixty-two mat- 

gs. If 124 different sires and dams 
@re used, the two yvoungsters have one 
@hance in 124 to resemble other broth- 
ers and sisters. If one hundred dif- 
ferent sires and dams are eliminated 
and the remaining 24 are related, the 
youngsters have more than an even 
chance to develop similar type, plum- 
age and traits. 

Eliminate the undesirable sires and 
dams and prevent their youngsters per- 
petuating their defects. Breed from a 
few of your best pairs. Mate their off- 
epring in the manner suggested. In- 
troduce new blood sparingly. When 
you produce an individual that comes 
closer to your ideal, distribute his or 
her blood through your. strain and 
raise the standard of all. Do not hes- 
itate to break up matings when the 
youngsters are ready to mate with 
parents, or to change any mating that 
does not give good results. It is work 
to found a atrain of pigeons that e~: 
consistent reproducers, but it can be 
done, and when your object is attained 
the pleasure and profit you will de- 
rive are unmeasurable.

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Preserve Eggs by Water Glass 


or by Limewater. 


April. May and Jit'ne are the months 
when the hens of the country produce 
about 50 per cent of the lay of the 
whole year. These are the months, 


allowed to cool. 
with this solution and place the eggs 
in it, being careful not to crack them. 
The eggs can be added a few at a time 
until the container is filled. Be sure 
to keep about two inches of water 
glass above the eggs. 
and place it in the coolest place availa- 
ble from which the crock will not have 
to be moved. Imspect the crock frum 
time to time and replace any water that 
has evaporated with cool boiled water. 
How te Use the Preserved Eggs. 
When the eggs are to be used, remove 
them as desired, rinse in clean, cold 
water and use immediately. ‘ 
Eggs preserved in water glass can be 
used for soft boiling or poaching up 
to November. Before boiling such eggs 
prick a tiny hole in the large end of the 
shell with a needle to keep them from 
cracking. They are satisfactory for fry- 
ing until about December. From that 
time until the end of the usual storage 
period, that is until March, they can be 
used for omelettes, scrambled eggs, cus- 
tards, cakes and general cookery.

Sometimes 
the white of the egg is tinged ink 
after very long keeping in water fe 
This is due, probably, to a little iron 
which is in the sodium silicate, but 
which apparently does not injure the 
egg for food purposes. 

Limewater Method. 
Limewater is also satisfactory 
preserving eggs and is slightly less ex- 
pensive than waterglass. A solution is 
made by placing two or three pounds 
of unslaked lime in five gallons of wa- 
to cool, and allowing the mixture to 
uid is clear. The eggs should be placed 
in a clean earthenware jar 
suitable vessel and covered to a depth 
of two inches with the liquid. e- 
move the eggs as desired, rinse in clean, 
cold water and use immediately. 


The Soy Bean’s Many Uses. 


Under certain conditions the soy 
bean has many points of superiority 
over the cowpea, say specialists in the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, and the average farmer will be 
well advised to give this crop his se- 
rious attention. It can be put to a 
wide variety of uses and it can be 
grown wherever corn or cotton is cul- 
tivated. For these reasons, it seems 
certain that it will become a far more 
important crop in the United States 
than it has been in the past. 


place in the cotton belt where the later 
and larger varieties which give yields 
that make their extensive cultivation 
profitable can be grown. 

From an agricultural point of view 
soy beans may be regarded as a for- 
age crop, a8 pasture, as a soil reno- 
Vator, or as ensilage. As a cash crop 
the value of the seed is sufficient to 
encourage the production of soy beans 
and it is , aaa possible that the de- 
mand will be much greater in the fu- 
ture. Soy-bean seeds contain a valua- 
ble vegetable oil, the consumption of 
all varieties of which in this country 
is steadily increasing. Furthermore 
soy beans have long been one of the 

rincipal articles of human food in the 

ar East, and a greater familiarity 
with the many ways in which they 
may be utilized for this purpose should 
increase the demand in this country. 

The soil requirements of soy beans 
are similar to those of corn, but the 
plant will make a satisfactory growth 
on poor soil. The best results per- 
haps are obtained on medium loams. A 
well-drained soil is not essential 
though water should not stand on the 
land for any considerable length of 
time. The soy bean, however, can 
withstand a greater amount of mois- 
ture than either cowpeas or corn. On 
the other hand, it is much more 
drought-resistant than the cowpea. 
Where the soil is of low fertility, or 
sand predominates, good results have 
been obtained from the use of commer- 
cial fertilizer. Lime almost invariably 
increases the yield. 


The beans may be sown at any time 
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too weedy. Broadcasting requires from 
60 to 90 pounds of seed per acre, and 
sowing in rows from 20 to 30 pounds. 
At least three cultivations should be 
given the crop. 

As a forage crop, soy beans are 
chiefly remarkable for the high con- 
tent of digestible protein in the hay, 
which is comparable in feeding value 
to alfalfa and red clover hay. In many 
cases, however,.it is perhaps more 
rofitable to use the crep as pasture 
or hogs in combination with a ration 
of corn. By planting at different times 
or by pawns different varieties, the 
grazing may be extended over a con- 
siderable period. The refuse vines and 
the manure resulting from grazing add 
greatly to the fertility of the soil. 

When grown for ensilage, soy beans 
are. generally combined with corn. 
Good results are secuped from mm mix- 
ture of two or three parts of corn and 
one part of soy beans. Sorghum ig

In feeding value the soy bean com- 
pares favorably with linseed and cot- 
ton seed meal and it is usuaHy com- 
bined with some less concentrated 
For milk and for butter pro- 
duction soy bean meal is regarded as 
superior to cotton seed. 

As human food the soy bean is still 
unknown in this coun- 
There are many ways, however, 
in which it can be utilized. The bean 
is remarkable for the small quantity 
of starch it contains, and this fact 
makes it desirable for many persons 
who are required to avoid starch. The 
dry beans may be used in baking or in 
soup like the ordinary field or navy 
bean, although they require somewhat 
long soaking and cooking. When 
from three-fourths to full grown the 
soy bean compares favorably with the 
butter or Lima bean. Soy bean meal, 
or flour, may also be used in any re- 
ceipt which calls for corn meal. A 
combination that has been found satis- 
factory is one-fourth or one-third soy 
bean flour and the remainder wheat 
flour. 

A new circular of the United States 
department of agriculture calls atten- 
tion to these and similar facts and 
names a number of the varieties which 
are best suited for the various pur- 
poses for which the crop is likely to 
be put. 


Live Stock in Agriculture. 


Seven reasons why the keeping of live} 
stock is essential to sound agriculture 
are set forth in an article by George 
M. Rommel in the 1916 year book 
of the United States department 
of agriculture. Briefly, Mr. Rom- 
mel’s seven reasons are the main- 
tenance of aoil fertility, the utili- 
zation of raw material, the need of mo- 
tive power on the farm, cash income, the 
added attractiveness of a farm on which 
there is live stock, the training in busi- 
ness sense obtained by keeping animals, 
and better and more economical living 
for the farm family. 

To maintain soil fertility, says Mr. 
Rommel, humus is necessary. This can 
be obtained from two sources—green 
crops plowed under, or barnyard ma- 
nure. When green crops are plowed 
under, however, there is no direct reve- 
nue from them. By feeding these crops 
to live stock, valuable products that 
can be exchanged for cash are obtained. 
At the same time the manure produced 
by the animals retains a very large 
percentage of the fertilizing value of 
the feed. For this reason sf is more 
economical to feed than to plow under 
without feeding, and the most practical 
source of humus is stable manure.: 


sale of crops and animals in the raw 
state. Furthermore, there are many 
products on the farm which bring little 
or nothing on’ the market. They can, 
however, by skillful management be 
made to assist in the production of 
meat. The thrifty farmer makes use in 
this way of all roughage on his farm 
that would otherwise be unsalable. The 
cornstalks go into the silo or into the 
shock as cut fodder. The straw and 
coarse hay are utilized to the last unit 
of energy value. Land that cannot pro- 
duce marketable crops is made to yield 
a certain amount of sustenance for hogs 
and sheep. 

While in cities and factories me- 
chanical power is coming into more 
and more general use, on the farms of 
the country the horse and the mule are 
still the chief reliance. The proper 
breeding, maintenance and employment 
of these animal engines i's a problem 
of the greatest importance to the 
farmer. 

As a source of cash income, the keep- 
ing of live stock in many sections 
is what is known as a specialty busi-

ness. In dairy districts it is the main 
activity and every phase of farm man- 
agement is determined by its interests, 

here the principal purpose of live 
stock feeding, however, is to maintain 
soil oy ge + farms which rely on live 
stock for the main source of their in- 
come will tend to become breeding 
centers for pure-bred animals to be 
distributed through the surrounding 
country for breeding purposes on those 
farms on which only a limited amount 
of live stock is kept. The production 
of pure-bred animals is a highly spe- 
cialized business, and only the most 
skilled animal 
a success of it. 

The fifth function which Mr. Rommel 
ascribes to live stock on the farm is 
not so directly connected with problems 
of income, but it is nevertheless shown 
that nothing tends more strongly to 
create and maintain an interest in 
life among boys and girls than the care 
of animals. It is essential to the con- 
tinued prosperity of this country that 
young people should be encouraged to 
make farming their vocation in life. 
Those who have devoted themselves to 
this work have found that among their 
most effective aids are the poultry, 
calf and pig clubs. 

To the grown farmer the keeping of 
live stock is indirectly of value be- 
cause its successful production requires 
the adoption of systematic, business- 
like: and sanitary methods. No kind of 
farming, says the author, calls for more 
business sense than live stock farming: 

That the neglect of live stock results 
in increasing the cost of living on the 
farm and in lowering the standard of 
that living is a fact well known to all 
agricultural authorities. For example, 
the annual meat bill of farmers for. 
some states is enormous. The meat pur- 
chases are made largely on credit, and 
the proceeds of the year’s ‘crop are

Losses in Live Stock in South. 


At the recent meeting of the South- 
ern Cattlemen's association in Atlanta, 
President Soule, of the agricultural col- 
lege, of Athens, gave some figures com- 

ring the mortality of live stock in 

he north Atlantic states with those in 
the south. Paradoxical as it may seem, 
the losses in the south, especially those 
due to exposure, were greater than in 
the northern region specified. The fig- 
ures follow: 
In South In North 
Per 1,000. Per 1,000. 
Horses, from disease 26 19.4 
Cattle, from disease 
Cattic, from exposure 
Sheep, from exposure 
Sheep, from disease 
Swine, from disease 

The differences in the loss of live 
stock by disease is accounted for part- 
ly by the differences in numbers of 
live @tock per farm and per square milo 
in the different territories. In the 
north Atlantic states the country is 
more thickly populated, the farms av- 
erage less in size, while the numbers 
of live stock average much higher than 
in the south, where we claim to be a 
cotton and not a live stock country. 
Our large percentage of negro farmers 
Own even lesa numbers of live stock 
than do the whites and help to still 
further lower our averages. 

A live stock country offers a chance 
€o a veterinarian to make a living and 
in such a country such practitioners 
are found in every village and town, 
and in numbers in the larger towns and 
cities of the live stock centers. In the 
south, such men must necessarily be 
few and far between, or close compe- 
tition would prevent their making any 
living, and in some districts absence 
of any business will compel their re- 
moval to other points, so that in case 
of sickness of animals, our southern 
farmers have not so readily at hand a 
competent vetevinarian who can save 
their stock. 

To this fact we must add the further 
One, that in a live stock country extra 
care and attention are paid to their 
live stock, as these are one of the 
sources of income on the farms; but 
whereas in the south heretofore, live 
stock is carried as a “side line,” inat- 
tention and even neglect are responsi- 
ble for mush loss. 

As for the losses from exposure, these 
differences are mostly accounted for by 
the preceding statement in regard to 
the oare given the live stock and to our 
idea that because of the mildness of our 
climate, it is unnecessary to provide 
protection for our animals from freez- 
ing weather. 

Take pigs as an instance; in the 
north adequate pens are provided and 
especially for sows at farrowing time, 
so that no inclement weather can pos- 
sibly chill the newly-farrowed pigs. In 
many places in the south all the protec- 
tion that many of our farrowing sows 
have is the leeward side of a honey- 
suckle tangle in the wood lot. We are 
fully as subject to extreme variation 
in temperature as is the north, thouge 
eur range for such fluctuation will be 
maybe ten to twenty degrees higher 
than theirs for the same period. We 
are even more subject to cold, rainy. 
freezing spells, following a period of 
nice, Warm weather, and at such times 
it pays to have the proper shelters for 
our stock. 

Now that we are increasing our com- 
Plement of live stock on every farm, 
haphazard methods must be discarded 
and well-planned methods substituted. 
If live stock is to replace a few acres 
of cotton in our new system, as a 
source of income, we must look well 
to it or it will not be a ‘source of 
income, but of trouble, loss aera dis- 
couragement. Disease and x posure 
are waiting and ready to get in their 
fatal blows if opportunity offers, but 
will be more and more kept under con- 
trol as we progress in the live stock 
industry. In the meantime, we can do 
much to help over the critical period 
which this nation now faces, by striv- 
ing in all ways to as soon as possible 
eliminate the waste that is occurring 
from these two causes or from any 
cause which closer application to busi- 
ness will remedy. 


FEED FOR LIVE sTOCK,. 

We have stated in these columns be- 
fore and will often say it in future 
that we believe there is to be no 
profit in the live stock industry as 
long as one must buy feed for the live 
stock—that it is only on such farms 
as produce the greater part of their 
feed, will profits be made. Stored feed 
for winter use is not only important, 
but imperative. In the past we have 
had an oats crop (though on many 
farms it was quite too small) and fol- 
lowing this cowpeas, the two crops 
giving a good amount of feed for our 
ive stock during winter season. 

This coming winter there is every 
reason to believe that those who are 
unthoughtful about this matter will be 
caught short of feed for their stock. 
Kecause of the severe winter weather 
the oats crop of the middle and north- 
ern cotton belt regions has been quite 
completely eliminated. As moat of the 
farmers are quite likely to replant 
ibeir oat land to cotton or corn, the 
acreage that will be devoted to peas 
will this year be much smaller than in 
the past, and the winter will catch 
many short of stored feed. 

As the acreage in corn will most cer- 
tainly be increased, there is a possibil- 
ity that many will also increase the 
amount of pulled fodder that they will 
store in their lofts and this is indeed 
one means of overcoming the shortage, 
but it seems that a better spoity of 
feed can be produced in another way. 


GRINDING cone AND VELVET 
YE + 8, 

As there are now velvet beans that 
may be grown in most any part of the 
cotton belt, and as the velvet bean in 
corn will greatly outyield the cowpea 
under the same cenditions, it seems that 
with the increased acreage in corn we 
have the means, if we will but make use 
of it, of providing ample feed for our 
stock and a considerable surplus for 
the market. And the quality of the vel- 
vet beans and corn combination would 
ve greatly superior to that of the 
pulled fodder. During the state agri- 
cultural meeting in Athens in January 
we had the pleasure of listening to an 
address by one of the small farmers of 
the. state, and the main part of his 
talk was upon the improvement in his 
farming methods and financial condi- 
tion upon the advent of the velvet bean 
and later the mills by which the velvet 
beans and corn plant (complete) could 
be ground up together and kept in per- 
fect condition for future use. A splen- 
did machine for this work is advertised 


By planting the velvet beans when 
the corn is near knee high the yields 
of corn will not be materially reduced 
and the yield of velvet beans will be 
about equal to the yield of corn. We 
have no data on this subject, but we 
cannot be far wrong if we assume that 
the vines yield as much cured material 
as does the corn stalks; if, then, the 
stalks yield one ton to the acre, we may 
assume the yield of vines and stalks to 
be two tons per acre, exclusive of the 
seed of both. We know the yields of 
silage vary from five to ten tons, ac- 
cording to the variety, soil and season 
and it will be fair to put the yield o 
cured stalks at one to one and one-half 
tons per acre. Throughout the middle 
cotton belt the medium early speckled 
or Alabama variety will make the best 
bees of forage, both of bean and vine; 
arther to the north the extra early or 
Georgia variety will be better for this 
purpose,and farther to the south the 
late Florida will make the heavier 
yields. 

About eight to ten pounds of seed of 
the speckled velvet bean will plant an 
acre, depending on the thickness of 
planting, and as this involves an outlay 
for seed of about 25 cents to 30 cents 
er acre only, and only the additional 
abor of planting, we see no reason why 
there should not be enough feed saved 
on every farm to carry even additional 
numbers of live stock through the win- 
ter period. Because of the loss in feed- 
ing such feed in an unground condi- 
tion, and also to better facilitate its 
storage, now that we have mills that 
will do such work, it is better to grind 
the corn and beans together, prefera- 
bly without picking out either the 
grain or the beans except in such 
amount as will be needed for seed. The 
maximum amount of feed of such good 
quality will be preceees per acre by 
these crops handled in this way, and 
there will be no loss in feeding. If not 
needed upon the farm where grown, the 
feed will then be in shape to haul to 
other places or to be put on the market 
for sale to those who have been 
thoughtless and negligent in this matter 
of providing feed for future use. 


The Dasheen. 

There is a family of plants knowh as 
“aroids” at include a number of plants 
of high food value. The type of plant 
is well known to most of us as what 
we term the “elephant-ear” is of this 
family, though not one of the food va- 
rieties. In the tropics there is the type 
known as “taro” and also one known 
as “Yautia,” the former being grown 
more largely in the South Sea and in 
the Orient and the latter in the West 
Indies and tropical America. After nu- 
merous trials in the United States of 
all the different varieties that could 
be gathered up, it has been demon- 
strated that one of these plants known 
as the Trinidad Dasheen is the best 
for growing here. The dasheen re- 
quires for its growth a frostless sea- 
son of about seven months, which then 
limits it to the coastal regions and it 
has been successfull grown as far 
north as South Carolina. It requires 
rich moist sandy loam soil—muck or 
clax in large proportion in the soil 
give it a strong flavor. For fertilizer, 
it requires high percentages of pot- 


ash, 

The thickened roots, tubers or corms 
are the edible parts, and on a well- 
grown plant there will be a few large 
tubers from which many smaller ones 
have grown out, In composition and 
uses the dasheen is about like the 
Irish potato though it contains, to be 
more exact, 50 per cent more protein 
and starchy matter and less water. It 
is recommended for use in the south 
in the fall when potatoes usually must 
be shipped in, and it can be grown 
also for entpenens to the north, where 
there is a limited, but increasing de- 
mand for it. In flavor, it has some- 
what more of a nutt flavor than has 
the potato. It is said to be more eas- 
ily Shgeates than potatoes, or even 
wheat flour, and is being used as foods 
for invaltds for this reason. The da- 
sheen flour contains no gluten and to 
be made into bread, it must be mixed 
with about three parts wheat flour to 
one of dasheen. The tuber may also 
be prepared by boiling, frying in slices, 
scalloping or in any way in which - 
tatoes may be. Another use of the 
plant is as forcing plant; when forced 
under shade the blanched tops are said 
to be more tender and palatable than 
asparagus tops. 

aro is grown submerged under wa- 
ter like rice; then there is an upland 
taro that does well under heavy rain- 
fall or im ditches where water passes 
over them at intervals: the dasheen is 
a well-flavored taro that demands good 
moist soils, but need not be submerged 
continually or periodically, but whieh 
it would be useless to plant on upland 
dry, hard soil. In sandy soils in many 
of our valleys where there is a gsubir- 
rigation from adjacent hills, the da- 
sheen could profitably be grown.

GERMAN DESTROYERS 
SUNK BY THE BRIS 


Two Raiding Boats, Possibly 
Three, Are Sent to Bottom 
Near Dover. 


London, April 21.—The admiralty an- 
nounces that two German destroyers, 
possibly three, have been sunk in the 
course of a German raid near Dover. 

Five German destroyers took part in 
the Dover raid. They were engaged by 
two Dover patrol vessels. The British 
suffered no material damage. 

The British casualties were slight in 
comparison with the results obtained. 
One hundred and five Germans were 
saved. 

The announcement follows: 

‘The vice admiral at Dover reports 
that on the night of April 20 five Ger- 
man destroyers attempted a raid on 
Dover. The raid resulted in their ring 
a number of rounds into a plowed fiel 
a few miles from Lover. The enemy 
appears then to have steered in the 
direction of some of our shipping, pos- 
sibly with the intention of attacking, 
but was met by two vessels of the 
Dover patrol. 

“In five minutes thees two vessels 
engaged and sank at least two, possi- 
bly three, out of the fivé enemy boats, 
the remainder making off at high speed 
during the short engagement, escaping 
in the darkness. 

“Our vessels suffered no material 
damage, and our casualties were ex- 
ceedingly slight in comparison with 
the result obtained. Our patrol vesseis 
were handled with remarkable gallan- 
try and dash, and the tactics pursued 
were a very fine example of déstroyer 
work. We were fortunate in being 
able to save the lives of ten German 
officrs and 95 men from the vessels 
sunk.” 

A later report by the admiralty gives 
the number of Germans saved as 10 
officers and 108 men.

A. B. Moody, steward at the Winecoff 
hotel, talked quite frankly on the sit- 
uation with reference to the coffee 
room of the hotel, stating that there 
has been a tremendous increase in the 
cost of all food supplies, and that there 
is no relief in sight. ‘“‘We haven’t made 
any general increase in prices,’ said Mr. 
Moody, “although on a few items where 
the greatest advances have occurred 
we have added a small amount to cover 
a part of our increased cost. So far, 
however, the hotel is bearing most of 
the increase.” 

‘In the so-called popular-price res- 
taurants,” said Harry Silverman, pro- 
prietor of Silverman's cafe, “people 
have become accustomed to paying cer- 
tain prices for certain dishes or por- 
tions, and it is hard for a restaurant 
keeper to raise prices of those things 
without offending his patrons and in- 
juring his business.

This date is set by the government 
as a “dead line” and after that time 
any alien enemy of the government 
who shall be found to be in possession 
&t any time or place, of any fire-arm, 
weapon or implement of war, or com- 
ponent part thereof, ammunition, Max- 
im or ofher silencer (for weapons) 
bomb or explosive or material used in 
the manufacture of explosives, will be 
placed under immediate arrest. 

More drastic than this is the regula- 
tion which prohibits any alien enemy, 
except under certain specified circum- 
stances, from living, passing, or being 
found within a radius of one-half mile 
of any fort (federal or state), camp, 
arsenal, aircraft station, government 
or naval vessel, navy yard, factory 
or workshop for the manufacture of 
munitions of war or of any products 
for the use of the army or navy. This 
regulation beginning June 1, 1917.

The league performs a distinct service to 
Atianta, and Superintendent Duncan, in the 
article in question, very properly raises the 
question: “Why should not the city of At 
lanta aid this institution financially?” 

Numerous instances could be cited, in 


| which the league has got hold of “down-and- 


outers”"—human derelicts beating fast to 
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to make money for anyone, nor does it, in 
reality, pay for itself in dollars and cents. 
Rather, it is in a large measure supported 
by the donations of a few philanthropic gen- 


| tlemen of the city. It would seem that the 


principle that “turn ebout/ is fair play” 
would apply in this connection. 

Any institution built and maintained 
upon the theory that every man is entitled 
to a chance ii this world, and that is run 
strictly on business and humanitarian prin- 
ciples without an eye to profit, is a merito 
rious one and deserving of support. 

In reaching down, as it does, to help the 
man below, picking him up, restoring his 
hope and confidence in himself and encour- 
aging him to again fee! that he is sti]] worth 


{| while and has a friend—without asking nor 


caring who he is, whence came he nor what 
he has been—the Christian Helpers’ league 
proves itself an institution meriting encour- 
agement and commends itself to whatever 
financial aid the city of Atlanta ean ren- 
der it.

LET “DIXIE” ALONE. 


Certain patriotic folk and organizations 
seattered throughout the country would re- 
vamp “Dixie” to meet the requirements of a 
““national” song. But it eannot be done. 
They argue, with the best of grounds, that 
“America” falls short of the needs because 
its air is an appropriation of that of the 
British “God Save the King (or Queen),” 
and beside that, is wanting in “pep.” There 
is little about it to make a man spontane- 
ously throw his hat into the air or over- 
board and yell “Hip! Hip!,” etc. In fact, 
the tune is more suggestive of black plumes 
and gates ajar than of the joyousness of the 
“land of the free and the home of the 
brave.” 

“The Star Spangled Banner’ won’t do, 
they maintain, because it is too hard to 
sing. Were we a people of Ricardo Mar- 
tins and Mary Gardens it probably would be 
popular enough; but we are not, and for 
that reason the hoi pellei flounders and 
gives up in disgust about the time it essays 
to reach the “red gia-are” of the “rockets,” 
and goes home disgruntled over ita vocal 
shortcomings and clamorous for a national 
anthem that everybody can negotiate. Then 
too, while the air of the “Star Suantiod 
Banner,” hard as it may be to carry, has a 
grandeur and a martial swing about it, the 
words are hardly adaptable for the fullest 
expression of a non-militaristic, peace- 
loving, democratic peoeple’s patriotism. Too 
much battle, too much burning of gunpow- 
der, too much “ramparts,” too much “peril. 
ous fight” in it, It is hardly the thing, as 
the national anthem, although it will never 
die, nor lose popularity in a_ patriotic 
medley. 


“The Red, White and Blue” might be all, 


right but for the faet that there's not much 
to it. It is rather flat, rather commonplace, 
lacking itself, toa, in “ginger.” ‘Hail Co 
lumbia, Happy Land,” “Yankee Doodle,” 
and a score of others fall to meagure up, 
some for one, others for another defect. 
Neither will “de.” 

But everybody likes “Dixie.” 

As a genuine, irreaiatible hair-raiser, 
spine - tingler,. ‘Hurrah - Boys - Hurrah!” - 
producer—north, east or west as well as 
south, it has never met its match. No mat- 
ter in what section of the good ald U. 8. A— 
let the band strike up “Dixie,” and the ef- 
fect upon the audience ig electrical. There’s 
something about “Dixie” that prevents a 
man’s sitting still or keeping his mouth 
shut. And it has got so that geography 
cuts no figure. The air of “Dixie” gets re- 
sults. It is the easence of rare old wine in 
the form of music! 

The entire nation loves the tune. 
poem is objected to because it is 
tional.”’ It is the song of the south! 

Therefore, the nation would nationalize 
the air, and stuff it with words that would 
square with the requirements of a national 
song. In other words, the nation would 
absorb “Dixie!” 

In @ sense, the nation has advertised for 
bids for a new poem to fit the tune, said 
poem to be built according to contract and 
in compliance with plans and _ specifica- 
tions!’ 

A good many amateur and near-poets 
already have submitted and had published 
attempts to meet the demand—suggestive 
of the theory of the “early bird catches the 
worm.” 

With all due respect to the authors and 
the authors’ feelings, we hazard their um- 
brage to the point of declaring that, in our 
opinion, those new-fangled “Dixies,“—what 
we have seen of them—are punk! And one 
is about as good as another. They all lack 
“punch!” 

As for making “Dixie” natienal, in the 
sense that it is proposed to nationalize it,— 
it is ag naturally and fundamentally south- 
ern as the cotton blossom or the magnolia. 
And as well try to grow bananas in the 
back yards of Boston as to transplant 
“Dixie” to. New England. It would do all 
right up there as a sort of hot-house orna- 
ment or curiosity, but it will never stand 
that climate out of doors! 

“Dixie” will live forever and a day, but 
it will live where it was born. And not as 
a parody. It can live only in its ordained 
form. And as a national “hymn,” or “an- 
them,” it will never fill the bill, for the 
simple reason, that it is not national, was 
never intended to be Bational; and no mat- 
ter where its thriling, blithe, spritely air ig 
ever heard—let the werds be what they 
may—whether in the foresta of Maine,

DIXIE HIGHWAY AND WAR. 


From the standpoint of military prepared- 
ness it is necessary that the Dixie highway 
be completed as quickly as possible. 

More than ever before warfare of the 
present day demandg rapid transportation 
of armies gnd enormous supplies of pro- 
visions, munjtions and the accoutrements of 
war. Nor does a highly-developed railroad 
system fully meet the requirements. It 
must be supplemented by highways—good, 
substantially-built roads for vehicle traffic. 

This is the basis of argument contained 
in a pamphlet just prepared by Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry T. Allen, Eleventh United 
States cavalry, entitled, “The Dixie Highway 
as a Military Asset,” in which he says: 


In the Dixie Highway we find a mag- 
nificent line from Chicago through manu- 
facturing centers, including Indianapolis, 
Louisville, Nashville, Chattanooga, Atilan- 
ta and Tallahasgee; and another line from 
the very heart ef the Great Lakes, Mack- 
inaw, through the fellowing important 
cities: Detrojt, Teledo, Dayton, Cineinnati, 
Knoxville, Chattanooga, Atlanta thence 
to Jacksonville, In a word, the Great 
Gulf and the Great Lakes are jeined by a 
wonderful highway passing through a sec- 
tion of the country that has always fur- 
nished more than its quota of soldiers 
for every war in which the nation has 
been engaged. Due te its geographical 
position, its population, ita food preduc- 
tion and its manufacturing capacity, this 
section may well be considered the great- 
est military asset of any large part of 
the United States. 


Colanel Allen deelares further that— 


The successful prosecution of a great 
campaign depends upon the existence or 
construetien of roads and the better they 
are the greater the chances of success 
will be, 

The military strength of a nation de- 
pends on the quality of its citizens, 
upon their intelligence and virility. 
No nation can have an armed force better 
than the, standard of its average citizen. 
The capacity and effectiveness of these 
are determined in peace; they are simply 
accentuated by war training. Therefore, 
the nation er atate that increases its 
miles of good roads and the quality of 
the same improves the quality of its 
citizenship, increaseg its wealth in farm 
and factory and adda to its military as- 
sets. 

It is in this indirect manner that the 
Dixie highway will prove its greater val- 
ue as a military asset for the nation. 
This idea is vividly exemplified in Russia 
and Germany. Standing on the frontier) 
between these two countries a careful in- » 
spection shows a marked contrast in the 
appearance of the cultivation of the coun- 
try in the roads, the houses, and the 
school buildings, looking east, from that 
looking west. The average education and 
effectivenesga of the respective citizens 
are equally contrasted. It necessarily 
follows that the Russian and German 
armies should show a corresponding con- 
trast, and the results thus far obtained 
confirm this. 

Prebably no branch of the government 
is more keenly interested in the comple- 
tien of the Dixie highway than the army, 
and to no branch can it have a more im- 
portant hearing. With the inevitable 
change in our military policy involving 
the concentration and organization in 
time of peace of euch commands as would 
be required in war, the eountry between 
the lakes and Florida will have an added 
military interest in whieh the Dixie high- 
way will prove ita great military value. 


A casua] survey of the map of the Dixie 
highway, completed and proposed, is suffi- 
cient to carry conviction of the soundness of 
Colonel Allen’s argument. 

He himself is a highly-educated military 
expert of many years’ standing and of years 
of training and observation in this and for- 
eign lands; and what he says upon this sub- 
ject is authoritative and carries weight.

Seseaiiiilis wl Operations 
In St. Gall Lace Industry 
As Result of British Ban 


Washington, April 321.—The British ban on 
lace imports is a severe blow to the Swiss 
lace industry, and nowhere in Switzerland is 
it felt more seriously than in St. Gall, where 
the manufacturers have announced a gus- 
pension of operations or a great dimunition 
of output. Linen-weaving was introduced 
into thig town as early as the Eleventh 
century, the inhabitants showed a particular 
skill in the art, and it has continued as an 
hereditary gift. Today the town ig the cen- 
ter of the machine-embroidery trade, and the 
workmen are renowned for their akill and 
ability in design and execution. Reviewing 
the history and geography of St. Gall the 
National Geographic saciety in a bulletin 
issued here today says: 

St. Gall Interesting. 

“Historically and in point of 
St. Gall is very interesting and but little 
frequented by tourists, Higher for situation 
than any other city in Wurope, it yet lies 
in a deep valley with hills flanking eithe 
side. It may be reached by railroad, bu 
the more picturesque route is by way of the 
Rhine and Lake Constance and an ascent 
of some 2,200 feet among the foothills of 
the Alps extending north from the Sentis 
range. The canton of St. Gall, curiously 
enough, entirely surrounds the canton of 
Appensell, formerly the country seat of the 
St. Gall abbots. From the south comes the 
river Steinach, flawing'‘ through a picture- 
esque gorge to ke Constance. In the 
beautiful tributary gorge of the Martinsto- 
bal, where the Goldach flows, a man was 
nay sea killed in the tenth century, 
which so affected the monk Notker, whe saw 
the tragedy that he composed the original 
Latin version of “In the midst of life we 
are in death.” 

“According to the chroniclers, St. Columba 
came out of Ireland early in @ seventh 
century to evangelize the heathen in France, 
accompanied by Gallus, one of his desciples, 
who, wecoming ill at Bregens, on Lake Con- 
stance, was ieft there, founded a chapel 
in the ruins of an old castle which shel- 
tered three gilded images worshipped by the 
Helvetians, and began his work of prose- 
ly tiaing. At length, by divine guidance he 
located @ monaatery around whieh grew 
St. Gall. This abbey was afterwards con- 
trolled by the Benedictines and became one 
of the leading seats of learning from the 
eighth to the tenth centuries, In 1061 the 
Abbot Norpert, of St. Gall, erected a religious 
house at Neustadt on the Sitter river, the 
place taking the name of Abbatis Cella— 
Appenzell—and the abbots of St. Gall be- 
came the dominating influence in the land. 
But, posterity hardened their hearts. For 
the Croas was subatituted the mace, and as 
individual liberty seems to be a condition 
inseparable from mountain life, it was not 
long before the Appenzellers shook them- 
selves free from abbatial control and in the 
thirteenth century set up an establishment 
of thelr ewn. In = oe Kuno = aggre 
endeavored to regain the sovereignty, but 
te no purpose; and in 1305 Duke Frederick 
of Austria and the Abbot of St. Gall, in- 
censed at a defeat two years previously, once 
more essayed to eonquer the’ Appenzeliers.

"TIMELY HINTS FOR. . 
THE HOME GARDENER 
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Vv. Hew Much Vegetable Seed te Piant for 
a Family of Four. | 
Vegetable seed for planting should be or- 
dered at ance so as to be on hand as soon as 
the weather and condition of the soil make 
planting posable. Hefore ordering seed, the 
ome gardener would do well to 1 over 
his garden plot, decide on the best ti 
for “yer vegetable, and determine how uch 
seed he will require for the space availab 
for each variety. ‘ 
He will find it helpful to make a rough 
plan of his garden on a large sheet of wrap- 
ping paper. On this plan he can indicate 
Spaces to be used for each variety, and algo, 
by means of colored pencils or symbols, show 
where a second crop is to be planted or intePe 
Planted between growing rows, and also ar 
range for the second and third crops whi 
are to follow those previously harvested. Su 
& plan will enable him to ke the garden 
busy all season, supplying fresh vegetables 
during the summer and predueing in the late 
fall root and other crops fer winter use. Onee 
the heavy preliminary spading and working 
ef the garden hag been done, it is about ag 
easy to raise two or three ereps as to keep 
the garden clean of we to produce only 
one picking. The specialists advise those who 
are not used to gardening or wish to have 
their children take an interest in the garden 
to hire a laborer to do the heavy preliminary 
apading or breaking up the soil. This heavy 
work frequently disgysts novices and chil- 
dren who would continue to take an interegt 


in the garden if their task waa simply to fine 
and cultivate soil already braken up. 


Seed for a Family ef Four. 


The following ameunts of seed the gar- 
den specialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture aay are needed to plagt 
approximately 100 feet of row, or enough to 
supply vegetables fer a family of four: i 

Beane (snap), 1 pint; beans (pole Jima), & 
pint; heans (bush Lima), % to 1 pint; cab- 
bage (early), % ounce; earrot, 1 eunce; caull- 
flower, 1 packet; celery, 1 packet; cucumber, 

oynee; eggplant, 1 packet; kale, or Swigs 
chard, % ounce; parsley, 1 packet; parsnips, 
le ounce; salsify, 1 gunce; squash (summer), 
% ounce; squash (Hybbard type), % ounce. 

The following vegetables, the specialists 
say, willsundoubtedly be pianted in larger 
amounts than those just mentioned, and the 
amounts of seed given will be a guide fer 
ordinary requirements. Some families may 
need more of the various yvegetabies and otR- 
ers would need lega: 

Beet, 4 ounces: eabhage (late), % to 1 
ounce: corn (sweet), 1 pint; lettuce, 1 ounce; 
muskmelon, 1 ounce; onion sets, 2 quarts: 
peas (garden), 2 to 4 quarts; radish, 1 to 2 
ounces; epinach, 4% pound in spring and & 
pound in Pall tomatoes (late), ounce; tur- 
nips, 4% pound: watermelon, 1 eunce. ; 

The string beana, bush Lima beans, sweet 
corn, lettuee, peas and radishes will not all 
be planted at one time, but successive plant- 
ings twe te three weeks apart will be made 
so as to have a fresh supply throughout the 
season. 

Of early Irish potatoes, } k to % bushel 
will be required, and of late potatoes % 
bushel te 1 bushel, or more, depending upon 
the amount ef ground available for this pur- 
pose. If pessible, enough Irish potatoes 
should be grown to last throughout the 
winter. 

In the event that the family wishes to 
raise vegetables te supply current needs, and 
also to supply a sunplus for, canning, the 
amounts indicated above should be consider- 


ably increased. 

The heme gardener should find ysefyl 
Farmers’ Bulletin 265, “Home Vegetable Gar- 
den,” and Farmers’ Rylletin 647, “Home Gar- 
den in the South.” The latter is designed 

articularly for use in the warmer climates, 
ut eoentains many suggestions that can 
readily be adapted by heme gardeners in the 
north. The.department of agriculture will 
supply these bulletins free on application as 
long as ita stock for free distribution lasts.

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HONEY INWEEDS 
FOR DE FARMER 


Many Weeds Can Be Gath- 
ered and Sold on the Drug 
Market—Great Increase in 
Prices During Past Two 
Years. 


Southern farmers are overlooking an 
Opportunity to increase their income by 
not taking advantage of the high prices 
offered on the drug market for weeds 
and shrubs, many of which grow wild 
in this section, according to Dr. Jo- 
seph Jacobds. 

“Home gardens are 
things for every family to have, 
the greater food crops campaign should 
be encouraged, but there is a good way 
of increasing one's income that is being 
overlooked,” said Dr. Jacobs. ‘There is 
@ veritable gold mine that existe in the 
hills and dales of Georgia that one can 
easily work.

When one discov- 
ers that ¢wo years ago this same prod- 
uct, requiring no cultivation, by the 
way, brought only 6 cents per pound, 
one can see the money in gathering the 
Jimson leaves and_e seed. Another 
thing is the mullein flower. This is in 
great demand and manufacturers now 
get $3 per pound for the leaves when 
properly treated where, two years azo, 
the price was 25 to 40 cents per pound. 

“The fact that these things are of 
such value now and that so much 
money can be so easily made in them, 
should iead to another new opening up 
of the money-making opportunities of 
the state. The department of agricul- 
ture’ at Washington, D. C., has 
compiled numerous booklets on _ the 
treatment of these herbs and flow- 
ers, and the utilization of them as 
drugs, etc., and these instructions can 
be had for the asking. The processes 
are simple and are fully explained. 

These are but representative plants 
and herbs of many, all of which are as 
well known and generally considered 
“worthless.” To show the value of the 
products, Dr. Jacobs prepared the fol- 
lowing table of comparative prices, 
which will prove his statement that 
much money is to be made from the 
herbs and plants commonly growing all 
about the southern farmers and which 
have heretofore been sadly neglected 
by him:

Dr. Jacobs points out that aside from 
the horehound herb sage and the 
peanut oil, practically every other 

roduct mentioned grows wild and 
n profusion and needs only slight 
attention—this in properly curing, 
distilling and gathering. The fact 
that the department of agriculture 
provides the names and directs the 
means of cheaply and_e efficiently 
preparing the product for the 
drug market makes the work even 
lighter on the farmer or person living 
in the country where the product may 
be had practically for the picking. 

Again, points out Dr. Jacobs, the 
demand for drugs and other such prod- 
ucts to be had from these herds and 
plants, due to the present war and 
the stringency which is likely to be 
felt in this country, adds just that 
much to the importance of realizing 
the worth of these things which are 
apparently now being overlooked. 

“The boll weevil may ruin the cot- 
ton crop,”’ declared Dr. Jacobs, “but if 
the farmer will only utilize the things 
which nature has placed so bounti- 
fully at his very hands, he won't have 
to worry about boll weevils, high cost 
of living or anything else. 

“There are many drug manufactur- 
ing firms which will be only too glad 
to pay the best of prices for these 
products if the people will gather them, 
cure them properly, or distill them by 
a simple istilling process, and ship 
them to the manufacturing concerns. 

“There is a great deal of money in 
it and there is no reason why the 
southern farmer should not reap the 
harvest.”

PROTECT THE QUAIL, 
FARMERS ARE URGED 
BY CHARLES ARNOW 


Jame and Fish Commissioner 
Arnow has sent out a warn- 
ing against the destruction of young 
quail which will soon be hatched out 
and filling the woods. ; 

“The quail are now nesting,’ says 
Mr. Arnow, “and the woods will soon 
be full of their young. I would like 
to send out a warning as to the de- 
struction, during the next two months, 
that will be wrought by predatory 
dogs, unless their activities are re- 
stricted. 

“Almest all dogs destroy the eggs of 
birds that nest on the ground and the 
Bob White, our most important game 
bird is the chief victim. In this de- 
struction the half-breed pointer leads 
them all, having just enough of the 
“bird instinet” to follow up a scent and 
destroy not only the nest of eggs, but 
the young birds, before they are suf- 
ficiently fledged to elude them. 

“These dogs frequently follow the 
“hands” to the fields, and while the 
attention of such labor is given to 
their work the dogs will prowl around 
the edges of the fields (favorite nest- 
ing places) and devour every egg or 
young bird there may be within or 
around such fields. 

“If the farmers would keep their dogs 
confined during this season, which 
could easily be done, thousands of 
birds would be saved. 

“Another cause of destruction is that 
some persons cannot resist the im- 
pulse to kill the male partridge dur- 
ing their breeding season, during which 
time they are very tame, and will hard- 
ly get out of your way. They excuse 
themselves by saying, or perhaps think- 
ing that the female is ‘setting’ and 
killing the male can do no real harm, 
many of them not knowing that it is 
the nature of this bird t@ alternate in 
incubating, and when th@ male is de- 
stroyed the female from habit and nec- 
essity leaves the nest, while searching 
for food, and the eggs become cold and 
the ‘hatch’ is prevented. 

“Now while the importance of con- 
serving all that is of value to us is be- 
ing stressed, I would urge upon our 
people the importance of saving our 
birds, and allowing them to multiply.”

Major F. M. Cochran, of the adjutant 
general's office, has just received let- 
ters from both of these young Atlanta 
aviators, 

Comes to Grief in Gallipoli. 

Lieutenant Holleran went to Bwurope 
shortly after the outbreak of the Eu- 
ropean war and served with the Brit- 
ish expeditionary forces in the Gallipoli 
campaign, after which he served in the 


Balkans, where his feet were frozen. 
Through the luck of being waited upon 
by two southern surgeons, who were 
serving with the allies, he escaped 
having his feet cut off and finally re- 
covered with the loss of a toe or two. 

He then went to England, where he 
was admitted to the British aviation 
branch. © 
_ In his letter to Major Cochran, which 
is dated March 18, he says:

“Millions of bushels of grain can be 
saved for human consumptien if the 
people of the south will practice great- 
er economy by feeding their horses and 
mules on the cheaper feeds that are 
produced go plentifully right here’ at 
home,” said J. H. Taylor, president of 
the Taylor Commission company, the 
largest handlers of cotton seed meal 
and cotton seed hulls im the southeast.

“It has been proven,” said Mr. Tay- 
lor, “that cetton seed meal, for in- 
stance, has twice the feeding value of 
corh, and it costs at present prices 
leas than half as much; while cotton 
seed hulis are superior in every way 
to hay, and cost considerably less 
money. The only reason 
south do not feed more cotton 
meal and hulls may be attributed to the 
fact that the people of the south are not 
Only over-generous, but at times en- 
tirely too extravagant; and they dis- 
like to break away from the habit of 
feeding high-priced commodities to 
stock and cattie, some of which com- 
modities were intended for human food. 
When they once recognise the great 
economy resulting from the use of a 
large proportion of cotton seed meal, 
and realize the necessity of saving corn 
and their grain for human food, they 
will undoubtedly take advantage of the 
superior but cheaper feed whieh the 
Pouch preavess in such large quantity. 
In addition to the saving in cost, the 
fertilizer obtained from steck fed on 
cotten seed meal is far more valuable 
than that resulting from a feed of grain 
and hay; and, when the eost of commer- 
cial fertilizers is taken inte consider- 
ation, this feature is shown to be very 
important.

WL SOON BEI 
TO MAKE SWITCHES 


Railroad Device of Atlanta 
Man, Installed Here, At- 
tracts Much Attention. 


Since the announcement a few days 
ago that the Southern railroad had in- 
stalled in January a Perkins switch 
at the Johns street crossing, and that 
not only that road, but other lines, 
were looking with much favor on the 
new patent of an Atlanta man, there 
has been considerable interest shown 
in this new device, which it is claimed 
by those behind it will 
safety to the traveling public. 

The Perkins switch is an invention 
of Mr. Perkins, who has for years been 
a valued mechanic employed by the 
Southern road in this city. Since he 
has received his patents, quite a num- 
ber of roads have been making inqul- 
ries, but not until a practical demon- 
stration was made, has it proven even 
to the most skeptical that it will do 
all that it is claimed for it. 

Recently Perry A. Morris, for years 
a Pullman conductor, and also for a 
long while employed in other branches 
of railroad service, has become inter- 
ested in the new switch, seeing, as he 
declares, a splendid future for it. He 
has opened offices in the Healey build- 
ing and is offering stock in the Railway 
Appliance Manufacturing company, 
which is not only handling the Perkins 
switch, but other patents which will 
interest railroads. Mr. Morris has in- 
jected a great deal of interest in the 
company, and is receiving many inqui- 
ries about stock in the company. He 
declares that while no official report 
has yet been made by Southern offi- 
cials on the switch installed in January, 
still it has been put to a very severe 
teat, and he is satisfied it is going to 
claim much attention from the big 
system as well as from other roads. 
Orders for fourteen of these switches 
have already been received, and the 
stock is being sold to raise sufficient 
funds to install a plant for the manu-

Should Be Suppressed, Says Adams 


In discussing high food prices yester- 
day, E. L. Adams, of the E. L. Adams, 
company, wholesale grocers, said: “One| 
of the principal causes of the present 
high prices and of the apparent short- 
age in food supplies is that a consider- 
able number of people are buying food 
articles in much larger quantity than 
usual, and far in excess of their re- 
quirements. This unusual and abnormal 
demand forces prices up, and their ac- 
tion tends to bring about the very thing 
they wish to avoid—higher prices. Such 
people are hoarding away the surplus 
which, in ordinary times, would serve 
to keep the market at the proper lever.) 
This course is a serious mistake, from 


an economical and financial standpoint, 
for prices are not likely to go higher, 
and, should they get lower, the persons 
who. have hoarded these supplies would 
lose by the transaction. In the mean- 
time, a great deal of harm is being 
done to the poorer people, who must 
buy just as they require the food, ana 
cannot afford to lay in a supply. These 
are forced to pay the high prices re- 
sulting from the abnormal demand, an@ 
no one benefits but the speculator. For 
the man who, in these times, deliber- 
ately buys up foodstuffs in order to re- 
duce the quantity in the market ana 
force higher prices for his .own profit, 
there can be no apology or excuse. He 
is an evil which should be suppressed.’

require. Syrup costs now about 4% 
cents a pound, and there is hardly any 
epee food on the market costing so 
ittle.”’

The followin resolution, presented 
by Missouri to the council in convention 
at New Orleans, was unanimously 
adopted and a my of it sent to the 
president of the United States: 

“Whereas, the war is u us, Our sons 
and husbands are to be called to the defense 
of our country, our women must work and 


suffer. 

“Be it resolved, That the women of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs unite 
in an appeal to our government to take the 
initiative in the passage of national pro- 
hibition, thereby eliminating material and 
moral waste. 

“We urge this in behalf of the manhood 
and womanhood of our country as the fun- 
datemtal step in the conservation of the 
physical strength and moral force of our 
nation. The enormous amount of grain 
used in the manufacture of liquors must 
now be utilized for bread for men and food 
for animals. 

“The women of our country are loyal 
and true; they will follow their men to the 
last ditch. As a first move in efficiency 
they ask the government to take steps at 
once to secure this fortification against a 
colossal evil.’’ 


Saxon Heights School 
Improvement Clubs 


About two years and a half ago a 
few mothers of the Saxon Heights 
school, Dublin, met for the purpose of 
organizing a echool improvement club. 
_The teachers ever ready to aid in 
any movement for the better of school 
and community, joined heartily in the 


work, and we now have a club of 
thirty-five members that we are all 
proud of. 

At the beginning of our organization 
we wondered what so few women could 
do, but realising that “where there's 
a will there’s a way,” we got busy. 

Our principal at one of our meetings 
sug@ested that different ladies furnish 
lunches to the children as a number 
of them had money each day to spend 
at the stores. } 

We sold all kinds of sandwiches, hot 
chocolate, soups and gelatine in win- 
ter, and in the aprene. sandwiches, can- 
dy and ice cream. ust a faithful few 
entered into this, and to our surprise 
we made something like $60. ° 

Feeling that one of the firet needs 
was a stage for our auditorium, we 
erected ane at the cost of $30. We 
then got busy for a sanitary drinking 
fountain, which cost us $72. We have 
given a number of small entertain- 
ments, always making a nice sum. Re- 
cently we had a silver, which has been 
one of our most successful affairs. 
Since our organiastion we have made 
by hard work about $130. 

Our boys wanted a basketball, and 
our girls a captain ball, so among 
themselves they made up a part of the 
money and the club made up the rest. 
We encourage the children in this, 
and we find that they appreciate them 
more and take better care of them. V 
have chinning poles and an ideal ball 
ground for them. We have quite a 
large campus and have put out a num- 
ber of plants and flowers. Bach grade 
has a small flower garden, and you 
should see how proud they are of them. 

We have ever kept in mind this quo- 
tation: “Where there is unity. there 
is strength.” We have always tried 
to work in harmony with our mother 
club, the Laurens School Improvement 
club, and helped in a small way every 
effort they have made for the better- 
ment of our city and county. 

Just a year ago we federated with 
the State Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and feel that we are going to do a 
better and larger work than ever bee 
fore.

Children in War-Time 


Thousands of children besides war 
orphans and refugees have been di- 
rectly affected by the war, accordins 
to reports from belligerent countries 
which have come to the Children’s bu- 
reau of the United States department 
of labor. Juvenile delinquency has in- 
creased, more children have been em- 
ployed under adverse conditions, spe- 
cial measures have been necessary to 
presses the health of mothers and ba- 
ies, and home life has been brol.en up 
by the increased employment of ™moth- 
ers, 

The bureau believes that the expe- 
rience of other countries should he 
carefully considered in order that all 
possible provision may be made to pre- 
vent similar harm to children in the 
United States. he bureau has, there- 
fore, begun a brief review of foreign 
experience, in eo far as it can be under- 
stood from available reports, and will 
shortly publish a series of special arti- 
cles about children in war time. 

A preliminary survey of the foreign 
material emphasizes the importance of 
a atrict enforcement of all child labor 
and school attendance laws and a gen- 
erous development of infant welfare 
work by public and private agencies. 
The children’s bureau suggests that a 
well-planned baby week will be more 
valuable this year than ever before and 
will gladly send its bulletin of direc- 
wens for baby week campaigns to any 

ress. 

To those who are especially interested 
in working children. the bureau's new 
report on the employment certificate 
system in New York state will show 
certain points which are essential if an 
awe limit for children’s work is to be 
effective.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 


PROGRAM COVERING NEXT YEAR 


As the end of the club year approach- 


es, plans for the work of the coming 
year begin to claim our attention. 

The state committee on civil service 
reform has spent several months try- 
ing to present the matter of civil serv- 
ice and civil service laws to-the club 
women of Georgia in such a way as to 
awaken their interest. The subject ie a 
new one in our work, and its introduc + 
tion has been necessarily slow. Now, 
at length, the state committee is well 
organised, counting in its membership 
chairmen from ten districts. The third 
and fourth districts have not yet ap- 
pointed chairmen for this worx, tut 
we very much hope that before a great 
while they, too, will be represented in 
our numbers. These chairmen, in turn, 
are appointing county chairmen in 
their districts, and we are hoping to go 
right ahead and do a most successful 
work during the next year. We believe 
that since the work of the department 
is still comparatively new to most of 
us, that there is still need for an edu- 
cational propaganda, and that for the 
coming year, therefore, courses in 
reading should constitute our principal 
work. We hope to have at least one 
reading circle in every county which 
can lay claim to a federated club, for 
there was never such encouragement, 
and indeed such actual demand fcr rep- 
resentative women to inform  them- 
selves along these lines.

THE TIME HAS COME TO CORRELATE RELIEF WORK PLANNED BY MANY ORGANIZATIONS—THE MISSION OF BEULAH AMIDON—THE STORY OF 
MEMORIAL DAY—HELEN DOUGLAS AND RED CROSS WORK. 


In the various movements being promoted now in the interest of prepared- 


hess, and in the commendable interest women are expressing in these move- 
ments, and their readiness to serve their country in any way the call may 
be made in the event of war, I believe the time has come for the heads of 
these various movements to get together, define just what their departments 
of work are and be ready to start whatever work is to be done with no lost 


energy and no duplication of effort. 


Already I see the necessity for this meeting and a complete understanding, 
especially in regard to social service work at home; 
be done for the women and children left behind in case the men are called 
to arms, and the work that will have to be done to train untrained women 


who may be suddenly forced to work 
which they are unequipped.

There will have to be a complete organization in the matter of the aid to 


women left behind and their children; for already warning has come that 


there are many loopholes through which advantage may be taken of philan- 


thropy and patriotism in war times. 


The problem of the unworthy and the 


worthy will présent itself continuously just as it does every day in the offices 


of the Associated Charities, and in the offices of other agencies for phi- 


lanthropy. 


“There is a lack of information on the part of many good people working 


in various organizations as to the 


specific departments of work in the 


organizations, and they talk vaguely of the relief work ‘we are going to do.’ 
Pinned down to explain what the work will be, they can not state it in 
such form that it is understood, or somebody else hearing the statement, will 


exclaim: 
by a citizén interested in relief work. 


‘Why, our organization is doing that!’” was the statement made 


Complaints are made by men and women, that when they seek information 
from the officers of organizations as to the actual work of the organization, 
and its purposes, they do not get the necessary information, but are referred 


to others, etc. 


Another expression of the indefiniteness of the work at present is women 
published as chairmen or members of committees are appealed to, and they 


will reply: 
1 really could not work,” or 


“Yes, I said my name could be used on that committee, but that 
“I am on that committee and I intend to work 


when the time comes, but I do not know yet what I am expected to do.” 
It would be idle to refer to the scoffers—those women who always laugh 


or make little of what other women are trying to do—because those people 


are like the drones in the ‘“‘Life of the 


Bee’’—those useless ones who now and 


then are turned upon by the heads of bee life and put to death. Bee life has 
some excellent institutions in regard to the idle and useless. 


THE 
CRISIS. 


In the present crisis what the wom- 
an is going to do is just as important as 
what the man is going to be made to 
do, and the woman who shirks her 
duty to her country is going to be as 
much branded by her people and her 
community as the man is who dodges 
his responsibility. It is a time when 
woman is going to have to act indi- 
vidually. She can't be carried by the 
organisation in the responsibility of 
decision. Influence is not going to do 
any good in her placing. She has to 
find out herself what she can do and 
then go and honestly do it. She can- 
not pose and say what she could do if 
such and such a condition existed. She 
can’t fool anybody. It is the time of 
show-down. The only way the or- 
ganization helps is to make it clear 
what its departments are and let the 
woman decide in which department she 
can work best. It is not an especially 
propitious time for the office-seeker 
and I do not believe there is going to 
be an especially “brilliant social side” 
to war relief. The government is not 
so far offering any decoration to wom- 
en workers, and I do not believe there 
are going to be many paid offices 
where political pull would aid certain 
women any more than others. 

Therefore, it is a very good time for 
every woman to find herself in relation 
to her country, as well as in relation to 
herself and her dignity as a member of 
society—society in broad sense of 
meaning people in their relation to 
one another—society as it relates to 
the worst and to the best—-the rich and 
the poor. 


A CLEARANCE 
HOUSE. 

To say there are too many organiza- 
tions already active in relief work 
and prospective relief work would be 
a very faise statement, for in the event 
of war there will be need of every 
form of relief which can be done, pro- 
vided every organization knows its 
business and attends to that business. 
But if that knowledge does not exist, 
then there is going to be a duplication 
of effort and disorganization that is 
going to bring disastrous and humiliat- 
ing results when only good was in- 
tended. 

Without going into detail or attempt- 
ing to mention all the organizations 
planning to do relief work—even those 
in Georgia—lI shall mention only those 
here in Atlanta which are branches of 
atate or national bodies and planning 
to work. 

I shall not mention which began first 
where credit is due for this or for that 
—that makes no difference in the great 
movement for which war relief stands, 
—nor shall 1 undertake to say how the 
work should be defined in relation to 
the organization. 1 only pray that there 
can be some way by which the correla- 
tion of these bodies can be made pos- 
sible in the great work they propose 
to do. 

Among the organizations working 
now in the interest of war relief are 
the National Society Colonial Dames of 
America,. with a state branch and a 
local branch; the National Society 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
with state and loca! branches: the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women's clubs, with 
state and local branches; the Woman's 
Rellef Auxiliary of the Navy League, 
with state and local branches; the Na- 
tional Travelers’ Aid society, 
and local branches; the National Red 
Cross society and the National League 
for Woman's Service 

Each one of these organizations has 
announced it will render patriotic serv- 
ice im the event of war. and I notice 
that eocial service or social welfare is 
in the program of each. 

Two organization leaders to whom I 
have spoken recently outlined to me 
similar plans of work for the same 
purpose and both were a trifle ag- 
gressive in their attitude when the 
suggestion was made that there was 
danger of duplication in the efforts of 
the two organizations.

Therefore, it can be known right 
now that there is going to have to be 
the plan for the childrén of women who 
work; who will have to go out of the 
home to work—there being always a 
number of these in all industries com- 
munities. 

Then there is going to have to be 
the agency where women will be en- 


now to bring the woman and the work 
togwether; there is going to arise the 
condition that there will be work and 
the woman, but she will be untrained 
for it, and some committee or agency 
or organization will have to see to it 
that she gets the training. There is 
going to be the problem of the old man 
and the old woman-dependent and 
there is going to be the problem of the 
sick, the delicate and the otherwise 
dependent people who will need direct 
hospital facilities, there is going to be 
the necesgity of providing shelter for 
people, and all the needs that arise in 
emergencies of any kind, and which 
come under the head of social service 
and social welfare. 
MANY KINDS 
OF WORK. : 
| Now aside from this department of 
the work which relates’ directly to 
people at home, there is the depart- 
ment of social service which will arise 
in case of the mobilization of soldiers 
in this vicinity. Though the government 
does provide food and clothing and hos- 
pital facilities for the soldiers, it has 
been the history of war the world over 
that’ this government support is al- 
ways supplemented by the patriotic ef- 
forts of citizenship-at-lange to war- 
rant the better care and happiness of 
the men who are risking their lives for 
the honor of their country—let_ this 
be the answer, therefore, for that type 
of people who, when asked to aid, re- 
ply: “Ain’t the government lookin’ 
after the soldiers?” 

Now aside from the direct work of 
the National Red Cross society in every 
branch of the nursing and medical aid 
to the soldier, there is need for a great 
amount of social service work in re- 
gard to the camps—this work now be- 
ing carried on in model ways in Eng- 
land and Canada almost entirely by 
women in their organized efforts. This 
work consists of providing recreation 
for the men—recreations normal and 
adaptable to the tastes of the men— 
always under government direction. 
It also provides certain club facilities 
where the men can meet to read, to 
|talk, to write or even to study, the 
“huts” now, so much written of in 
English and Canadian relief work, 
somewhat filling this department of 
social service. This department of 
work which relates to mobilization 
centers and the camps has the great- 
est significance, declare the people who 
have made the survey of thé social con- 
ditions in connection with the camps 
in the present war. 


SOCIAL 
WORK. } 

It will pe seen, therefore, that there 
will be a tremendous amount of social 
work of varied kind in the event of 
war—and plenty for all organizations 
‘to do, but that work must be under- 
|stood and defined in departments, and 
(each organization assume the respon- 
sibility of its part. This can not be 
begun even, until the heads of organ- 
izations understandingly meet, and ra- 
| tionally discuss the matter. Only then 
oom there be that correlated effort 
| necessary to a successful end. 
| Every community will have to work 
out its relief problem that way. 

Here in Atlanta there may be a be- 
ginning of a plan of work, when the 
heads of all the organizations men- 
tioned above and the head of the At- 
lanta Associated Charities, and the 
other charitable  insiitution heads, 
meet and work out a general plan.

Miss Amidon came to Atlanta to or- 
ganize a brarch of the National Wom- 
an’s Party. She completed the work 
yesterday at one of the most memora- 
ble women’s meetings yet held in At- 
lanta. 

The National Women’s Party is the 
wing of the suffrage movement woark- 
ing for the right of woman suffrage 
through federal enactment. 

Why federal enactment is more direct 


than state action, Miss Amidon plainly 
states as follows: 

“1. The amendment must be passed 
in the United States senate and house 
of representatives by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present, a quorum be- 
ing presept. There are 435 members 
of the house gnd 96 members of the 
senate. If a bare quorum is present in 
the house (218) members, the amend- 
ment must secure 146 favorable votes; 
if the entire membership of the house 
is present, the amendment must secure 
290 favorable votes. In the senate the 
amendment must secure a minimum 
vote of 33 and a maximum vote of 64.

“2 The federal amendment thus 
saves twelve state campaigns. If the 
amendment is ratified by three-fourths 
of the states, it becomes a law for the 
whole nation. 

“3. A federal amendment, once pass- 
ed by congress, is passed forever, and 
is* thereafter before the state legis- 
latures for their consideration. If @ 
state legislature rejects the federal 
amendment, it @an reconsider its action. 
If it ratifies the amendment, the rati- 
fication is fi A state constitutional 
amendment, if rejected by the male 
voters, must be reintroduced into the 
state legislature and the work begun 
all over again from the very beginning. 

“4. Federal work saves the expendi- 
ture of great sums of money in reach- 
ing individual voters scattered over vast 
areas. Work for the federal amend- 
ment is centered on comparatively few 
members of congress and of the state 
legislatures—all responsible officials 
gathered ¢ogether at national and State 
capitals. Work for the state amend- 
ment mu8st be scattered over the popu- 
lation and territory of thirty-seven 
states. 

“5. We have a tremendous leverage 
in congress which does not exist in the 
legislatures of the thirty-six unfree 


states. There are in the United States 
senate and house, the representatives of 
millions of enfranchised women. One- 
fourth of the senate, one-sixth of ¢he 


ple Atlanta now supports and the sta- 
tus of many families in those parts of 
the city where poverty and dependence 
is apt to express itself in any crisis. 

The various charitable institutions 
have records of what they are doing 
now, and what they could do in any 
emergency, and it would seem that in 
thie proposed relief work, the only 
rational thing to do is to make sure 
of what facilities there are at present, 
and to use whatever machinery of or- 
ganization already. existing, in the 
making of any plans for proposed 
work. 

Until there is a well organized plan 
for this relief work and until there is 
a clear understanding between all or- 
ganizations now working, and it will 
take time to bring about such an un- 
derstanding, Atlanta’s war relief work 
will not have well begun. 


cultural School 
Directed by Women. 


The success of the agricultural school 
holding each Thursday in the house 
of representatives in the state capitol 
reflects great credit on the women who 
initiated the movement under the ban- 
ner of war relief in the National League 
for Woman's Service, and at the same 
time illustrates one of the first pur- 
poses of the national league which is 
to correlate the organizations already 
existing in war relief work. 

The chairman of the committee di- 
recting the agricultural echool is Mrs. 
Nellie Peters Black, president of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and the co-chairman ts Mrs. Samuel 
Lumpkin, president of the woman's de- 
partment of the Southeastern Fair as- 
sociation. Both of these prominent 
women are members of the national 
society, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, and members of the Georgia 
division of the National Red Cross so- 
ciety. While Mrs. Black brings to the 
success of the school planned to aid 
people in the event of war-to raise 
food products the organization of the 
Georgia Federation of Women's Clubs 
with its wonderful machinery, Mrs. 
Lumpkin brings to it the {nterests of 
hundreds of women who each year 
bring to the woman's department of 
the Southeastern fair exhibits in gar- 
dening, poultry raising, pig rafsing, 
sheep raising, dairying, handicrafts, 
canning, preserving, etc. 

The college of agriculture, the state 
departments of education and agricul- 
ture and the United States departments 
of education and agriculture are con- 
tributing the speakers at the school, 
which was opened three weeks ago by 
Carl Vrooman, assistant secretary of 
agriculture, and has had an average 
attendance of five hundred people at 
each session. 


and Memorial Day. 


In the present national crisis, and in 


the preparedness of women as well as 
men, in the event of war, it comes as 


a dramatic incident, the still faithful 
women who year com- 


memorase the deeds of the confederate 
dead in Memorial day exercises. Wom- 
en are the first to feel the weight of 
war, and they are the ones who pre- 
serve the hbstory of war’s tragedies 
and triumphs. 

Memorial day will be celebrated this 
year April 26 by the faithful little band 
of women who for fifty-one years in 
Atlanta have gone to Oakland and dec- 
orated the graves of the confederate 
dead. The ladies’ memorial associations 
throughout the state observe the same 
day. Mrs. Joseph Morgan, one of the 
charter members’ of the Atlanta asso- 
ciation, observed recently: 

“For many years the Memorial Association 
of Atlanta has not called on the public 
for any moneyed assistance—paying out of 
their treasury for certain improvements of 
the cemetery grounds for Memorial day 
parade, such as bands, flags, etc., each mem- 
ber paying for her seat in the carriages. 

“To this organization you could readily 
giwe the credit of enlisting the boys of 
our schools in drilling and marching—pre- 
paredness, now so earnestly advocated. This 
organization ts the mother of all club work 
in the south—organized twenty years before 
the veterans and more than twenty-five 
years before the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy—by so doing keeping the campfires 
of our cause warm in the hearts of our 
people, and this same _ faithful board of 
women will be ready to serve our country 
with the same spirit shown to the soldiers 
of the sixties.’’ 


HISTORY OF 
THE DAY. 


As the history of Memorial day has f 


not been written in full, Mrs. Joseph 
Morgan contributes from her scrap 
book: and personal records the follow- 
ing brief history of the Ladies’ Me- 
morial association: 

I feel that I cannot do half justice to the love 
and splendid work given by this noble band 
of women, who, for twenty years before the 
veterans, and more than twenty-five years 


before the daughters erranised, kept the 
camp fire of our cause warm in the hearts 
of our people. 

We giadly give all credit to the Colum- 
bus, Ga., women for the beautiful and loving 
suggestion of Memorial day, and in response 
to a printed appeal appearing in ‘‘The At- 
lanta Intelligencer’ that we celebrate April 
26. as Memorial day for out confederate 
dead, the writer, Mrs. Joseph H. Morgan, at 
once enlisted her friends, Miss Julia Clayton, 
afterwards Mrs, E. F. Hoge and Miss Sallie 
Clayton, now Mrs. Benjamin Crane and be- 
fore noon of that day had arranged for or- 
ganization and planned details for Memorial 
day, and in the course of two days had se- 
cured nearly $400 by voluntary subscription. 
Our confederate cemetery needing much at- 
tention a part of this fund was used for that 

ur These three women, with their 

en ‘Major Hamilton Goode, Messrs, Tom 
and Sin Williams, Major Joseph H. Mor- 
gan, Colonel Hoge and others, spent several 
days superintending laborers in putting the 
grounds in order. 

The balance of this $400 was used for 
permanent improvement. < oe federal mili.

THE UNFINISHED WORK 

OF INEZ MILHOLLAND. 

Miss Amidon, who is on the national 
board of organisation of the National 
Woman's Party, was with Mrs. Inez 
Milholland.Boissevain, when the latter 
died in California serving the cause of 
suffrage. 

‘TY finished the speeches of the cam- 
paign she had started in California,” 
explained Miss Amidon, and she then 
spoke in great tenderness of the late 
Mrs. Boissevain, who was the most 
brilliant of the younger ‘women work- 
ers for suffrage. She was so imbued 
with the spirit of her work. that she 
forgot herself. She tried her physica] 
strength ¢oo far, and when the collapse 
came there was nothing that could be 
done for her.

She knew she 
would have received the ovation of the 
moment had she voted the popular way. 
But she did not. What really happened 
has been misstated. She was standing 
when called upon to vote. She said, ‘I 
want to stand by my country, but I 
cannot vote for war.’ 

“The clerk here’asked her: 
vote No.’ 

““T vote No,’ she replied. 

‘Then she took her seat, and buried 
her face for a moment in her hands. 
But there were men weeping—many of 
them emotional, and I commend them 
for it. It was a most crucial moment 
for men and women.” 

Miss Amidon paved the way for the 
organization of the Georgia branch of 
the National Woman's Party, and Miss 
Elsie Hill completed the work when she 
was the main speaker yesterday at the 
luncheon givén at the Piedmont hotel, 
asembling many of Atlanta’s most rep- 
resentative women.

With the return of Monday, following the 
break in routine afforded by the Sunday re- 
cess, the sensitiveness was back at its 
former high point. 

“These results are interpreted as post- 
tive evidence of cumulative fatigue as show- 
ing that the repose of a single night, follow- 
ing a day of toil, does not afford complete 
restoration of the impaired nervous tissues, 
and, furthermore, of the fact that the longer 
period furnished by the Sunday recess gives 
under ordinary conditions the extra time 
needed for the expulsion of the accumu- 
lated fatigue products and the recovery of 
efficiency.”

Good Morning, Have YOU EATEN YOUR FLEA? 
Discovery of TINY BUG INSURES HEALTH, Is Claim

NE. of the world’s famous botanical 
Ojine bacteriological laboratories is 
about to give out the discovery of a new 
animalcule hardly larger than a microbe 
which is a friend of man. 


You are told so much about the dangers 


and disease of germs and microbes all the 
year round that it may come asa surprise 
to you to learn that parasitdlogists—as tHe 
medica] men bre called who devote their re- 
searches to the parasites which prey on 
man—have found a microscopleally small 
animal, at first thought to be an enemy, 
which is a true friend of man.

He has found that the little fellows have a 
most favorable influence on the alimentary 
canal and live snugly in the human intes- 
tines. 

While Dr. Huth has not yet reached the 
point of, advising that these little animal- 
cules be eaten as you eat soft crabs and 
larger crustaceans, he finds.that one person 
in every five examined has them swimming 
about in the digegyive canal. 

The belief generally held that any liv- 
ing things in the stomach and bowels ex- 
haust or sicken the person with them has 


‘no basis in fact. There is no truth at all in 


the idea that all germs and microbes cause 
disease. Very few of those known do so. 
There are hundreds of thousands of dif- 
ferent kinds of bacteria and microbes, yet 
less than ninety species cause illness or poor 


health. 
But it is rare to find that they are truly 


beneficial. Yet that is what this rotifera 
minatura, or minute water flea, is known 


to be.

When the full life histories of these 
water flea crustaceans have been studied 
out, their origin, where they go, what they 
feed on, their manner of growth and birth, 
their propagation and how long it takes 
them to mature, it is likely that Dr. Huth 
and others will control their multiplication 
and distribute them to be planted in the in- 
testinal canal of man, as the United States 
Department of Agriculture gives the

This important work is likely to be ex- 


tensive, because constipation, a common 


complaint and prevalent disorder of Amer- 


icans, is said.to be absent “where these lit- 
tle rotifiers abound. Filter beds of sand 
are found to be veritable propagating 
grounds for multitudes of these creatures. 
Every glass freshly drawn of drinking: 
water in Dr. Muth’s city contains myriads. 
of these fleas, but they are soon destroyed 
by standing, by heat and by other things. 
This explains the fact that only one per- 
son in five has them in his digestive canal. 
Lest undue expectations be raised pre- 
maturely, it should be explained that at 
this moment the little animalcules in ques 
tion are not ready to be sent indis- 
criminately to all those who will Ask for 
this strange elixir of life and fountain of 
youth, 
They are for a time to be experimented 
with only under the scientists’ directions. 
So far they have proved themselves the 
friends of man and the enemy of diseases, 
but there is much that remains to be done 
before they will be commercially available.

N MY previous articles I 
have tried to describe a 
golf course and to ex- 
plain the object of its 
various features, to 
state how players com- 
pete against each other 
and the different meth- 
ods of scoring, to explain some of the terms 
used in golf language, and to show how 
easy it may be under certain apparently 
disadvantageous circumstances to form a 
golf club. In this third article I shall state 
the kind of people who may with advan- 
tage play golf; what the game offers to 
these who are thinking of taking it up; 
some of its effects on the body and mind, 
and how it will probably benefit both, and 
especially its applicability to the physique 
of women. 

It has already been pointed out that 
while golf may be and often is, at the most 
luxurious clubs, a game which entails con- 
siderable expense, it is not necessary that it 
should be costly. Most of the expenses are 
incidental—large entrance fees and annual 
subscriptions, elaborate dinners and lunches, 
drinks, soft and otherwise; numerous and 
constantly changing clubs, the most ex- 
pensive balls, which are discarded as soon 
as they lose their freshness; heavy bags 
and lots of caddy fees, special costumes, 
and so on. These add to the interest and 
charm of a golf club. but are not essential 
to the enjoyment of the game itself and 
may be dispensed with by a general agree- 
ment among the members. 


Only a Doctor 
Should Stop Your Playing. 

But whether it is worth while to gu lo 
the trouble of forming new golf clubs or to 
the expense of joining clubs already estab- 
lished must depend upon what is to be got 
out of the game. 

Is it worth while? And am I too old or 
too young, too fat or too thin, too this or 
too that? To which I answer that unless 
you have some serious disease which your 


doctor says must interfere you are not 


“too” anything but perhaps not quite en- 
ergetic enough. Golf may be played even 
at the extremes of life so long as you can 
walk, and even wooden legs and the loss of 
an arm need not hinder you. You posi- 
tively need one eye, and a little hearing 
may be an advantage to catch the warning 
word “fore,” which means “lookout” or “re- 
member your golf manners.” 


Golf Appeals 


To | Everyone in Community. 


Golf is probably of all games the most 
generally practicable for a community. 
Tennis is first class for the active person, 
but it demands a partner, is very heating, 
by no means restful and is not sociable. 
Nothing is better than swimming when 
conditions are satisfactory, and golf and 
swimming do not interfere with each other. 
A swim after golf is ideal. I can think for 
the moment of no other game which is com- 
parable to those for women, though horse- 
back riding when it is to be had affords 
both fine exercise and fresh air. Motoring 
is no exercise at all or little, and inclines 
to laziness and the laying on of flesh. The 
oxygen received in riding is the beneficial 
factor. 

In certain localities it is by no means 
comfortable or really safe for women to 
take long walks by themselves. On the 
golf course all such disadvantage is re- 
moved. Each member seems to own an 
inclosed estate open only to such as have 
been approved by a committee appointed 
for the purpose. One can walk alone and 
meditate if in such a mood, or be sociable 
with two or three others, and all in perfect 
security. Southern women havé had spe 
cial cause to appreciate this side of the 
game. 

What does golf offer? It means walk- 
ing. and a round of eighteen holes for the 
good player comes to about four miles on 
springy turf, a very different thing from a 
“constitutional” on hard roads. For the 
player who is continually losing sight of

walk. Without overdeveloping any special 
set of muscles all of them become firm and 
strong, and the. diseases which doctors say 
are due to the lack of the burning up of 
poisen in the body are unlikely to develop 
in golf players. Furthermore, the frequent 
bending to pick up balls must be valuable 
if we are to jutige by the fact that in every 
System of exercises which is advertised a 
constant movement consists, in this very 
thing. There is no mgtion which must of 
necessity be made with such ‘effort as to 
strain one anywhere, it does not matter 
what may be the player’s age. 

Good golf players never strain; it is the 
timing of the stroke—the “form” of the 
player—which counts more than sledge- 
hammer weight. I do not mean that~a 
powerful man had not an advantage over a 
comparatively weak woman, but me-‘v 
that she will approach his results by hit- 
ting the ball with precisely the right stroke 
rather than by trusting to her strength. A 
little bit of a girl who plays scientific golf 
may easily beat a six-foot athlete who hits 
ef the hell ac tf he were felling trees. 


Fresh Air, °

“The necessary elementary instruc- 
tion that every young American should 
have in order to be prepared to play 
his part in the national defense can be 
obtained by his work in the Boy Scouts 
of America.”

In relating the events that prompted 
the writing of ‘Home, Sweet Home,” 
cognizance should be taken of the words 
of the song that brought the writer into 
world-wide prominence. The senti- 
ments expressed there portray a yearn- 
ing for home and a sympathy for the 
homeless that dominated the life of 
John Howard Payne and determined the 
disposition of his body in its final resat- 
my place. 

it was this sympathy with the unfor- 
tunates that brought him to Georgia 
and caused his arrest and detention. 

John Howard Payne was born in New 
York city in 1792. His boyhood days 
were spent in East Hampton, L. I. He 
was intensely. interested in the drama. 
At the age of 18 he secretly edited a 
weekly newspaper devoted to that sub- 
ject. At an early e he became an 
actor, and upon ¢he death of his par- 
ents, having no domestic ties to detain 
him, he went abroad with a troupe of 
actors. 

During his stay in Ireland he became 
interested in writing a musical drama, 
“Clari, Maid of Milan.” The haunting 
melody of the Irish tune that he adopt- 
ed as the musical setting for his words 
“Home, Sweet Home,” written during 
a spell of homesickness, was incorpo- 
rated in the above named opera. he 
appeal and the pathos of the words 
caused the song to spring into promi- 
nence, the other portions of the opera 
were not popular, but “Home, Sweet 
Home,” was su by some of the great- 
est singers of the age. 

Twelve years after writing “Home, 
Sweet Home” Payne returned te Amer- 
ica. The question that was agitating 
the pwhlic mind at that time was the 
removal of the Cherokee Indians from 
Georgia soil towards the Mississippi 
region. “eg of the exile from their 
native soil of the unwilling Cherokees, 
Payne, in sympathetic resentment of 
their treament, caine to Georgia for in- 
vestigation of the matter. Georgia 
was in a turmoil of excitement, the au- 
thorities wete determined to deal se- 
verely with all persons sympathizinge 
with and encouraging the Indians in 
their opposition to removal. In Payne's 
visits of investigation to John Ross 
at the Cherokee camp, his attitude was 
misunderstood, as-John Roas, the half- 
breed chief of the Cherokees opposed 
the deportation of his tribe. 

While visiting Ross, Payne was put 
under arrest and imprisoned in the old 
Vann house at Spring Place, in Mur- 
ray county. General Edward Harden, 
of Athens, to whom. he had brought a 
letter of introduction, procured his re- 
lease. Payne was treated with great 
consideration during his imprisonment. 
Upon his rélease }:e hurriedly left Geor- 
gia, never to return. 

John Howard Payne served twice in 
the consular department of the gov- 
ernment, at Tunts, in Morocco. He died 
in Tunis at the age of 60 and the “man 
without a home” was buried there. 

_ After thirty years his remains were 
removed to America through the ef- 
forts of W. W. Corcoran, of Washing- 
ton, and the interment was made at 
Oak Hill cemetery, ashington, D. C.

The Truth About the Hampt 


Georgia Veteran Throws New Light on Historic Deliberations and Reaches Some Interesting Conclusions,-Correspondence Which’ Preceded the Conference

Many years ago. in reconstruction 
days, when some of us in this dee-

truth was powerful, though scarce, 
not scared: but having done some se- 
cret service during the dispute, I nat- 
urally turned for help to a companion 
of those days, that I cherish and keep 
near me, a steel service blade given me 
for service by by commander and 
friend, General Wade Hampton. 

“We" decided that the facts as to two 
epochs would settle and fix the respon- 
sibility. 

1. 1861, who began it’ 

2. 1865, who continued it” 

The blade was a wonderful pointer to 
secret places, where we found facts that 
almost antonished us; they annihilated 
those stories! They fixed the responsi- 
bility on one man. The first epoch was 
much more sinudus in its course than 
was the trail of the second epoch, ac- 
knowledged unconstitutional acts, were 
in it.

The blade arranged the facts, with a 
few comments, into two lectures, which 
satisfied us.

“Pollard.” 

After consulting the Blade we have 
decided to send you the substantial 


facts in very condensed form, with some} 


comments, as to the second episode, bet- 
ter known as the Hampton :Roads con- 
ference. 

francis Preston Blair, Sr., born in 
Virginia, was the founder and editor of 
The Washington Globe. Hie was one 
of the organizers of the republican 
party In 1856, and instrumental in the 
nomination of Abraham Lincoln in 1860. 
He was alluded to and considered the 
“Warwick” of the administration party. 
His son, F. P. Blair, Jr.. was in com- 
mand of the Seventeenth army corps 
in Sherman's army at the time of this 
conference. In 1868 he was democratic 
candidate for vice president. Another 
Montgomery Blair was in Mr. Lincoln's 
cabinet as postmaster general 

On December 28, 1864, F. P. Blair, Sr., 
had an interview with President Lin- 
coln, who gave him a passport to go 
south and return. President Davis is- 
sued instructions to allow Mr. Blair to 
Visit Richmond on December 30. 

In Richmond on January 12, 1865, Mr. 
Blair had an interview with President 
Davis. Mr. Blair stated that he brought 
no credentials, no instructions; that he 
was there of his own volition, and ear- 
nestly desirous to stop the existing 
bloody war. Mr. Blair then proposed a 
Plan to accomplish the _ desired end, 
which he explained in detail. 

Briefly stated, the Blair plans includ- 
ed a cessation of hostilities and the 
combining of the federal and confeder- 


ate forces to drive the French from! 


Mexico, as joint defenders of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, after which would natu- 
rally come an honorable peace and al- 
most certainly ultimate reunion. While 


he could give no guarantee, Mr. Blair 


asserted that “he felt assured Mr. Lin- 
colin would recveive commissioners 


sent to negotiate ai second treaty | 


(which Mr. Blair advised) to carry out 
the Blair plans.”’ 


LETTERS FROM 
LINCOLN AND DAVIS. 


This interview ended in an agreement 
that Mr. Blair should learn if President 
Lincoln would accept the Blair plane, 
and receive or send commissioners to 
negotiate. Mr. Davis gave Mr. Blair a 
letter as follows: 


Richmond, Va. January i2. 18865 

F. P. Blair. Bea 1 have deemed it 
proper, and probably desirable to you, to 
give you in this form the substance of the 
remarks made by me to be repeated by you 
to President Lincoln. 

I have no disposition to find obstacles in 
forms and am willing now, as heretofore, 
to enter into negotiatians for the restora- 
tion of peace. I am ready to send a com- 
mission whenever I have reason to suppose 
it will be received, or to receive a commis- 
sion if the United States government. shall 
choose to send one Notwithstanding the 
rejection of our former offers, [ would, if 
ou could promise that a commission, min- 
ster or other agent would be received, ap- 
point one immediately and renew the effort 
to enter into a conference with a view to 
eecure peace to the two countries 

Yours, etc., 
(Signed) JEFFERSON DAVIS. 


This letter Mr. Blair delivered to Mr. ; 


Lincoln in an interview on January 18, 


1865. Mr. Lincoln gave Mr. Blair this | 


letter:

With this letter Mr. Blair returnea 
to Richmond and delivered it to Mr. 
Davis on January 21. In this interview 
Mr. Blair stated that Mr. Lincoln was 


“greatly embarrassed by extreme men, | 


in and out of congress, who urged him 


to harsher measures than he wished to | 


use.” To avoid these men, Mr. Blair 
proposed that Generals Grant and Lee 


hold a military convention to carry out! 


his plans. To this Mr. Davis agreed. 
On January 27 Mr. Blair again saw 
Mr. Davis and notified him thas the 
‘Washington authorities" were not fa- 
vorable to a military convention. He 
assured Mr. Davis that he had “reason 
to assume that Mr. Lincoln would re- 
eeive commissioners if sent” to nego- 
tiate. 
CONFERENCE PROPOSED 


BY STEPHENS. 

Mr. Davis at once consulted Mr. R. 
M. T. Hunter: then had a long confer- 
ence with Mr. Stephens, who favored 
the negotiations and suggested that 
Mr. Devis and Mr. Lincoln should hold 


the conference. Mr. Davis wanted “not 
less than three.” Mr. Davia then met 
his cabinet and it dectded on A. H. 
Stephens, vice president; John A. Camp- 
bell, assistant secretary of war, and 
Robert M. T. Hunster, president pro tem. 
of the senate. 

On the 28th the commissioners wete 
notified, and after Mr. Stephens’ ob- 
jections were withdrawn, they were 
given the full details of the Blair secret 
plans, which was the vital subject to ve 
negotiated, and a copy of the Biair let- 
ter was given to each, as a “cover” for 
the conference. Each one was then 
given the following as credentials: 

Richmond, January 28, 1866. 

In conformity with the fetter of Mr, Lin- 


ington city an 
informal conference with him upon tissues 
involved in the existing war and for the 
purpose of securing peace to the two coun- 
tries. 

With great respect, 

Your Obedient Servant, 
(Signed) JEFFERSON DAVIS. 


These were the only instructions ever 
given these men so far as has been as- 
serted by any authority. 

On this same day, January 28, Mr. 
Blair had an interview with Mr. Lin- 
coln. Mr. Blair evidently reported 
what he hed said and done with Mr. 
Davis. Mr. Lincoln afterward disavow- 
ed all knowledge of Biair’s plans, yet 
he quotes, in writing (in what follows 
below) from Mr. Blair’s report of an in- 
terview with Mr. Davis, and later he 
stated, as will appear, that he had con- 
sidered the “armistice.” The “armistice” 
was the Blair proposition, part of his 
‘nlans.” If. Mr. Lincoln was not cog- 
nizant of the fact that his ietter was 
being used by Blair as a “cover” for 
secret negotiations, why did he now 
produce his copy of the Bleir letter and 
write on the back of it the following?: 

January 28, 18665. 

Today Mr.’ Blair telle me that on the 21st 
inst. he delivered to Mr. Davis the original 
of which the within is a copy, and left it 
with him: that at the time of delivery 
Mt. Davis read it over twice in Mr. Biair’s 
presence, at the close of which he (Mr B.) 
remarked that the part about our common 
country related to the part of Mr. Davis’ 


letter about the two countries, to which Mr. 


Davis replied he understood It. 
(Signed) A. LINCOLN. 


With no confidant except Mr. Blair, 
this enabled Mr. Lincoln, at his option, 
to disavow Mr. Blair, and claim the 
text of the Blair letter was the “under- 
stood” basis of the negotiations, and 
not the secret Blair plans. 

Evidently, Mr. Blair aleo “undere- 
stood; for he appears no more in the 
proceedings. (He soon affiliated with 
democratic party: and supported its 
ticket, Seymour and Blair, in 1868. He 
died at his home in Maryland a few 
years later.) 

LINCOLN’S 
DEMAND. 

On the 29th Mr. Lincoln was noti- 
fied that the confederate states commis- 
sioners were at the union lines, and 
he ordered them held out until a “‘mes- 
sage” reached them; then Mr. Lincoln 
“prepared and put into the hands of 
his messenger” the following instruc- 
tions: 


was “prepared,” which demanded that 
the confederate states commissioners 
should, “in writing,” acknowledge that 
the text of the Blair letter was the 
basis of the proposed conference nego- 
tiations;: else they could not enter the 
military lines. 


The messenger was instructed to de- 
liver the above demand to the commis- 
| gioners, “receive their reply in writ- 
|ing.” and, if not satisfactory, turn 
| them back. 
| This messenger found the commis- 
;sioners had been received by General 
| Grant; and, at his headquarters, they 
received the messenger’s demand on 
| February 1. 

The commissioners answered, citing 
| their credentials and their purpose. 
| The messenger decided this was “not 
, satisfactory.” 

|} The commissioners then addressed a 


if | note to General Grant. The messenger, 
} 


|learning of this, notified the commis- 
sioners, “at 9:30 p. m., they could not 
'proceed unless they signed his de- 
mands.” 

The commissioners declined to do this, 
‘and the messenger reported in full to 
Mr. Lincoln, as “not satisfactory.” The 
messenger then left, and joined Mr. 
Seward, who wats at Fortress Monroe 
with his prohibitive “instructions.” 

Late that night General Grant sent 
a strong protest to secretary of war. 

On the morning of February 2 Mr. 
Lincoln received his messenger'’s re- 
port. and decided to stop the negotia- 
tions. As he “was about to recall the 
secretary of state,” the secretary of 
war showed Mr. Lincoln General 
/Grant’s dispatch. Mr. Lincoln instant- 
ly “changed his purpose;” and at “8 
a. m., February 2,” telegraphed to Gen- 
eral Grant, that he would “personally 
meet the gentlemen as soon as he 
could get there.” Meantime, things had 
happened at City Point (General Grant’s 
headquarters). General Grant had a 
“consultation with the commissioners,” 
and early on the morning of Febru- 
ary 2 the commissioners addressed an- 
other letter to the messenger, deliv- 
‘ered it, to be forwarded though head- 
| quarters. General Grant “vised” this 
‘letter: it was specifically non- 
‘committal as to the subject of negotia- 
tions, but General Grant aleo “under- 
/ stood,” and he set aside the messenger 
‘demand, decided the commissioners’ let- 
‘ter was in accord with the object pro- 
| posed in the secret negotiations so far, 
‘and, without waiting for any reply to 
| his dispatch to secretary of war, act- 
ed' At the’ very hour Mr. Lincoln was 
starting his “changed purpose” tele- 
| gram to General Grant, General Grant 
‘sent the following: 

City Point, Va., 9 A. M., February 2, 1866, 

Hon. ‘William H. Seward. Secretary of 
| State, Fortress Monroe: The gentlemen 
‘here have accepted the proposed terme; 
and will leave the Fortress Monroe at §:30 
a. m (Copy to secretary of war.) 


(Signed) U. S GRANT. 
Lieutenant Genera! 


The commissioners were aboard Gen- 
‘eral Grant’s dispatch boat, escorted by 
| Colonel Babcock, who carried the 
“vised” letter for the messenger. Just 
before they started General Grant re- 
| ceived the following telegram: 
Washington, February 2, 1865. 


| Ta Lieutenant General Grant, City Point, 


Va.: Say to the gentlemen that I will meet 

them personally at Fortress Monroe as soon 

as 1 can get there. (In cipher at 9 a m.) 
(Signed) A. LINCOLN. 


General Grant showed this to the 
commissioners, who immediately de- 
parted, and arrived at Fortress Monroe 
about 4 p. m., February 2. 

As Mr. Lincoln “was about leaving” 
Washington he “was shown the copy” 
of General Grant's dispatch “to secre-

tary of war.” Mr. Lincoln was at Fort- 
ress Monroe late that night. 


THE NULLIFYING 


“INSTRUCTIONS.” 

Mr. Seward was at Fortress Monroe, 
where (in case the commissioners 
should get by the secret messenger de- 
mand) he (Mr. Seward) was waiting 
to nullify the conference under the fol- 
lowing “instructions:” 


Executive Mansion, January 31, 1865. 
Hon. William H, Seward of

State: You will proceed toe Fortress Mon- 
ree, Va., there to meet and informally con- 
fer with Messrs. Stephens, unter and 
Campbell, on the basie of my letter to F. P.

You will make known to 
them that three things are indispensable, 


to-wit: First, the restoration of the na- 


tional authority throughout all the states; 
second, no receding by the exeeutive of the 
United States on the slavery question from 
the position assumed thereon in the late an- 


nual message to congress and in the pre- 


cedin documents: third, no cessation of 
hostilities short of an end of the war and 
the disbanding of all the forces hostile to 
the government. You will inform them that 
all propositions of theirs not inconguetens 


with the above will be considered 
n in a spirit of sincere merely.

These Seward “instructions” was 
a “dasis;” “indispensable” terms are 


fatated therein. 


The Blair letter was impossible as a 
“hasis.” “Agent of any influential 


persons’ could not negotiate. Peace 


could not be a “dasis;” peace is the 
object-result to be “secured.” A “com- 
mon country” could not negotiate. 
“Confer to secure peace,” without 
there be at least “two parties; author- 
ities, powers—two countries,” es Mr. 
Davis stated it. 

Mr. Davis so “understood.” Mr. Lin- 
coln, at Blair’s expense, put a perverted 
eonstruction on “understood.” The 
Blair letter was a “cover” for Blair’s 
plans. Mr. Lineoln tried to make it 
a cover for Seward'’s “instructions,” 
and failed. Then he “personally” came 
and disavowed, not only Blair, but his 
own “basis” and terms! 

That “Heathen Chinee” had no mo- 
nopoly of “Ways. that are dark”—and 
“peculiar!” 

On the morning of February 3, 1865, 
the Confederate States commissioners 
were escorted aboard Mr. Lincoln’s 
steamer, conducted to the salon and 
left alone. A few minutes later Mr. 
Lincoln and Mr. Seward entered to- 
gether. The usual formalities were 
observed, and after a pause Mr. Ste- 
phens opened the conference, saying: 
(I quote substantially.) 

“Well, Mr, President, is there no way 
to end the troubles ‘between the 13 
states and sections? 

Mr. Seward interposed and said: 

“It is understood this is all infor- 
mal. There is to be no clerk or sec- 
retary; no writing or record. All is to 
be verbal.” All assented to this. Then 
Mr. Lincoln, answering, said: “There 
is but one way I know of; to cease 
resistance to the laws of the Union. 
All the troubles came from armed re- 
sistance to the national authority.” 

Mr. Stephens, having in mind the 
Blair secret plans, then said: 

“But, is there no other question, no 
continental question, that might di- 
vert and occupy both parties; and give 
time for opposing ideas to adjust their 
differences, with benefit to all? We 
have been induced to believe there ig.” 

Mr. Lincoln seemed to understand in- 
stantly, and replied: 

“I suppose you refer to something 
My. Blair has said. Now it is proper 
to state at the beginning, that what- 
ever he said, was of his own accord, 
and without the least authority from 
me. When he applied for a passport 
to go to Richmond, with certain ideas 
which he wished to make known to 
me, I told him flatly that I did not 
want to hear them. If he desired to 
visit Richmond. of his own accord, I 
would give him a passport; but he 
had no authority to speak for me in 
any way whatever. When he returned 
and brought me Mr. Davis's letter [ 
gave him the one to which you alluded 
in your application to cross the lines. 
TI was always willing to hear Propo- 
sitions for peace on the conditions of 
this letter, and on no other. The res- 
torations of the Union is a sine qua non 
with me; and hence my instructions 
that no conference was to be héld ex- 
cept on that basis.” 

Mr. Stephens went into details of the 
Blair proposals; the Monroe doctrine 
as guaranteeing self-government in 
America, and expressed belief that the 
proposed treaty would be a surer ba- 
sis for ultimate reunion than would a 
pledge. 

PLEDGE 
OF UNION. 

Mr. Lincoln said he could entertain 
“no propositions ceasing hostilities not 
based on a pledge of ultimate union. 
That he had considered the question of 
an armistice fully.” 

Mr. Stephens comments on this (aft- 
erward): “This seemed to put an end 
to the conference on the subject con- 
templated in’ our mission. We had no 
authority to give any such pledge, even 
if we had been inclined to do so. Nor 
was it expected that any such would 
really be required to be given.” 

Judge Campbell began a question, but 
Mr. Seward, who seemed not to really 
know of the Blair plans, requested that 
he allow Mr. Stephens to develop the 
details more fully. 

Mr. Stephens and Mr. Seward th 
had an extended discussion of the Bla 


plans in their effect, even as to what. 


forces would be used, and final results. 

This was interrupted by Mr. Lincoln. 

He stated he could “enter into no 
treaty, convention or stipulation or 
agreement with the confederate states, 
nor any state, upon any eubject ex- 
cept upon the basis first settled, that 
union was to be restored.” 

A military convention was then sug- 
gested. 

Mr. Lincoln admitted a military con- 
vention could properly be brought about 
to accomplish the purposes proposed, 
but he again refused to entertain any 
proposals not based on union. 

Judge Campbell now propounded ‘his 
deferred question to Mr. Lincoln: “Sup- 


posing the confederate states should 
consent to the general terms as stated 
by Mr. Lincoln, how would thé@ re-estab- 
lishment of the national authorities 
take place? What as to details?” 

Judge Campbell was a broadly culti- 
vated gentiemen, a profound jurist and 
a keen judge of men and affairs. He

The thirteenth amendment (as to 
abolishing slavery, then pending in 
congress), was discussed, and Mr. Sew- 
ard intimated that if the south then 
returned to the Union, the southern 
representatives could defeat it.
